I pray ... for them which thou hast 
given me; for they are thine ...I pray 
not that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil .. . Father, I 
will that they also, whom thou hast given 
me, be with me where I am; that they 
may behold my glory, which thou hast 
‘given me: for thou lovedst me before the 
foundation of the world. 

So prayed our Lord in His great high- 
priestly prayer (John 17:9, 15, 24), and 
ever since that time His followers have 
felt a strange homesickness for heaven. 


It is recorded of the early patriarchs 
that they “confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth,” 
and of Abraham that “he looked for a 
city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God.” 

Paul uttered the heart cry of every 
Christian when he said, “We ourselves 
groan within ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, to wit, the redemption of our 
body” (Rom. 8:23). And in the Philippian 
letter he spoke his own longing when he 
said, “I am in a strait betwixt two, having 
a desire to depart, and to be with Christ; 
which is far better: nevertheless to abide 
in the flesh is more needful for you.” 


A true Christian perspective recognizes 
two facts: first, that we have been born 
again into a new family and are no longer 
part of this world’s system of things, 
hence our true home is not this world 
but the next; and, second, that God has 
left us here as ambassadors in a foreign 
country to represent Him. We are here 
“on business for our King.” 

’ Men outside of Christ have neither of 
these two assurances. This world is all 
the home they know; and their presence 
here is without real meaning and signifi- 
cance. Yet they are quick to accuse 
Christians of running away from reality 
and seeking an escape from the perplex- 
ities of this life with a phantom dream 
of the future. This “escapist” charge is 
constantly being thrown at Christians 
who recognize the insecurity of this 
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world and cling steadfastly to the next. 
And yet it is an unfair and untrue charge. 


A Striking Parallel 

Recently returned visitors from Europe 
tell us that the outstanding thing they 
have noticed on the continent is that 
almost everyone would like to emigrate 
to America. Congress recently passed a 
law permitting 200,000 Europeans to enter 
this country, in addition to the existing 
immigration quotas, and this legislation 
may be further expanded in coming 
months. 

Europe is full of men without a country, 
or men who do not want to go back to 
their countries because of their love for 
freedom. These men are D.P.’s, displaced 
persons, men who long for a home where 
they might have opportunity and liberty 
as befits human beings. And almost with- 
out exception they dream of someday 
coming to America. These men are 
“escapists.” 

The Pilgrims decades ago fled from 
England and Holland seeking a “better 
country.” They too were “escapists.” 

Yet we do not blame them. We sympa- 
thize with their longing and laud them 
for their courage in disassociating them- 
selves from their country and fleeing to 
another. We do this because we know 
something of America—of its great 
wealth, of its opportunity, of its guaran- 
tees of freedom. We know America—and 
so we do not blame men for wanting to 
come here. 

But if men knew something of heaven 
they would not blame us for wanting 
to go there. The man who has tasted 
the things of God can never really enjoy 
the things of this world as before. We 
are “Christian D.P.’s” and it is both 
natural and normal that we should pray, 
“Come quickly, Lord Jesus,” because we 
long to be where He is. We know some- 
thing of heaven already, because we know 
the presence of Christ as we walk with 
Him by faith. 

A Stirring Record 

Yes, Christians are “escapists,” if you 
want to call them that, but they are also 
the only realists. It is the earth-bound, 
who think that temporal things are 
eternal, who are deluded. They live in 


this world as if it were the only world, 
and busy themselves with futile little 
plans for improving it while ignoring the 
fact that the only way to make this a 
better world is to live for the next. 

For, strangely enough, the men who 
have thought -the least of this world 
have done the most for it. The courageous 
band of men and women called Chris- 
tians, who have considered themselves 
Strangers and pilgrims ere, have left 
behind them a stirring record. 

They have gone out preaching the 
gospel, healing the sick, teaching the 
ignorant, and caring for the poor. Be- 
hind them they have left churches, hos- 
pitals, schools, and organizations for re- 
lief. The dignity of men, the equality of 
races, freedom from slavery, and the 
imprevement of social conditions have 
received great impetus from them. Where 
these benefits have not resulted, it has 
been because the gospel message was not 
given in its completeness. 

But always, with the true followers of 
Jesus Christ, the first duty has been to 
preach the gospel—to proclaim the sav- 
ing work of Christ, and call men to 
repentance-and faith. They have been 
urged forward by a stronger incentive 
than mere social betterment. They have 
been calling men and women to a 
heavenly home, out of the bondage of 
sin and Satan, and from the snares of 
this “world system,” into a new relation- 
ship with God that makes us pilgrims 
in this world and citizens of heaven. 


A Year Out of Their Lives 


They were two young fellows that the 
Rev. Edward Nelson began talking to one 
day. Mormons. Out distributing literature. 
“How did you get started doing this?” 
he asked them. “Oh, all of us have to 
give the church two years,” they replied. 

Nelson was pastor of St. Paul’s Whee- 
lock Parkway Baptist Church. He got to 
thinking, ‘““Wouldn’t it be wonderful if 
our young people would give the Lord 
a year out of their lives?” He couldn’t 
get the idea out of his mind. At the next 
young people’s conference he sprung it 
on the crowd of three hundred. “How 
many of you would go if you were given 
the chance?” he asked. Twenty hands 
went up. 

That was four years ago, and Nelson 
still hasn’t been able to get the idea out 
of his mind. As a result, and under his 
enthusiastic leadership, something new 
in evangelical home missions will be set 
in motion September 20. Seventy-five 
hand-picked young men and women from 
churches of the General Baptist Con- 
ference will gather at Big Trout Lake, 
in Minnesota, for six weeks of intensive 
Bible study and briefing, and then they 
will scatter to home mission fields for 
a year of witnessing for Christ in neg- 
lected and unchurched areas under the 
supervision of the home missionaries 
of the church. God’s Invasion Army, they 
will be called. 

Nelson has given up his pastorate to 
direct the work. And Harold Lidbom, 
formerly general manager for a large 
chain of retail stores, has obtained a 
year’s leave of absence to devote himself 
to the promotion and functioning of the 
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program. Support for the new venture 
will come from the 320 churches from 
coast to coast (most of them Swedish 
Baptist in origin) which make up the 
Conference. It is hoped that the young 
people will be largely supported by their 
home churches. . 

Meanwhile observers from other de- 
nominations are watching eagerly to 
measure the effectiveness of this bold 
and resourceful new pattern for evange- 
lism. The idea might well catch fire and 
spread through other evangelical groups, 
challenging young people with the claims 
of the Lord on their lives, and providing 
an opportunity for them to roll up their 
sleeves and go to work in some needy 
place. 


Gideon Golden Anniversary 


The story has been told often. In 1898 
John Nicholson, a traveling salesman, 
stopped at the Central Hotel in Boscobel, 
Wis. The hotel was crowded and the 
clerk put him in with a Mr. Hill in a 
double room. When it came time to re- 
tire, Nicholson said, “Mr. Hill, I’m a 
Christian and make it a practice to read 
a chapter from the Word before retiring.” 
“Good,” said Hill, “I too am a Christian, 
and will be glad to join you.” 

From that chance meeting has grown 
the world-wide ministry of the Christian 
Commercial Travelers’ movement (Gid- 
eons, as they are called), which was offi- 
cially organized fifty years ago this Sep- 
tember. 

Gideons are best known for placing 
Bibles in hotel rooms, hospitals, and 
schools. “A hotel room is the most lone- 
some place in the world, but a Bible will 
give you company if you'll give it a 
chance,” explains Paul A. Westburg, a 
past president of the international organ- 
ization, who was brought to a saving 
knowledge of Jesus Christ when he picked 
up a Bible lying on the dresser of his 
hotel room. 

Nerve center of Gideon work today 
is their beautiful new three-story office 
building on Chicago’s near North Side, 
from which hundreds of Bibles and 
Testaments are shipped each week. Much 
of the effectiveness of their work has 
been due to the singleness of purpose 


that has motivated Gideons throughout 
their history—to distribute the Scriptures 
and to witness as commercial men to the 
saving power of Christ. By sticking large- 
ly to this one line of attack, the Gideons 
have become one of the most significant 
Christian movements of our generation. 


W. H. Aldis 


On June 15 the Rev. W. H. Aldis, 
veteran of fifty-one years of service in 
the China Inland Mission, participated 
in the funeral for Ernest Taylor, youngest 
son of C.1I.M.’s great founder, Hudson 
Taylor.

His loss is mourned by Christians in 
America as well as in England. He was 
known here chiefly for his leadership 
in the annual English Keswick con- 
ventions which emphasize the Spirit- 
filled life, but China Inland Mission 
friends knew him too as home director 
for Great Britain for thirteen years. 

Mr. Aldis was a quiet, unassuming, 
godly man, whose influence through his 
life, his teaching, and his incessant 
spiritual labors has left an indelible 
stamp on all who knew him.

J. K. Popham, of Brighton, urged him to 
read great Christian books—the works of 
the reformers, the martyrs and the Puri- 
tans. “I collected all the Puritan litera- 
ture I could,” he says. “My collection 
grew and soon I found myself looking at 
the crowded shelves and feeling rather 
selfish. Of course some of my friends 
would often borrow a book, and soon I 
found the fame of my library was spread- 
ing. There were more and more calls for 
books. It was then that I had a vision— 
the vision of a world-wide library for the 
service of Christian students wherever 
they might be.” 

By 1928 Williams was loaning his books 
and mailing them to missionaries and 
Christian workers around the world. 
When his library had grown to 50,000 
Dr. Martin Lloyd-Jones, of Westminster 
Chapel, London, advised him to move to 
that city, and under a board of directors, 
of which Lloyd-Jones is chairman, the 
library is now housed at 78 Chiltern 
Street, London, W.1. 

More than 80,000 volumes crowd its 
shelves, and forty volunteer helpers assist 
Williams and Miss Marjorie Denby in 
meeting the demands of Christian read- 
ers. Charges for the service are kept to 
a minimum, and the entire venture is 
considered a ministry of love for the Lord:

~ Does It Pay to Believe tod? 


Moses stood at the crossroads— just as you do—and chose 


the path of hardship because he could read the road markers 


“By faith Moses, when he was grown 
up, refused to be called the son of Pha- 
raoh’s daughter; choosing rather to suffer 
ill treatment with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season; 
accounting the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt: for he 
looked unto the recompense of reward” 
(Heb. 11:24-26, R.V.) 


HE MATTER OF choosing the path 

which we shall follow is a very im- 

portant one. A wrong choice may 

end in tragedy or disaster. Every 
young person must sooner or later make 
this choice, a choice which may deter- 
mine the course of his whole life, or the 
destiny of his soul for eternity. 

Moses’ early life had been determined 
by the faith of his parents. By faith, 
when he was born, they hid him three 
months, because they saw he was a goodly 
child; and they were not afraid of the 
king’s commandment. Faith, not fear, 
governed their actions. Moses did not

need to be ashamed of his parents’ faith. 
He owed his very life to it. What a won- 
derful heritage! Even though his parents 
may have been poor in this world, they 
were rich in faith. 

For many years it seemed that Moses’ 
life was predetermined. He was adopted 
by Pharaoh’s daughter, who saw to it that 
he was instructed in all the wisdom of 
Egypt. He seemed destined to enter Egyp- 
tian politics and become an important 
personage, if not Pharaoh, in Egypt. 

However, the time came when he was 
faced with a choice. He was grown up. 
He stood at the crossroads. On the one 
hand were position, pleasures and treas- 
ures, such as the world seldom offers, and 
on the other were affliction and reproach. 
Most people would have chosen the 
former without any hesitation. In fact, 
they count no price too great to pay for 
them. They seek them even at the ex- 
pense of health and character. 

Moses, nevertheless, refused the former 
and chose the latter. He deliberately 
turned his back on high position, pleas- 
ures and trueasures in the greatest nation 
of his time, to identify himself with a na- 


tion of slaves whose portion was ill treate 
ment and reproach. 


The Reason for His Choice 

We are told that it was “by faith” that 
he chose as he did. Most people regard 
faith as blind chance, or, at best. a grop- 
ing in the dark. But faith in God is not 
blind. Faith makes use of God’s eyes. 
God sees the end from the beginning, and 
when it pleases God to reveal that end, or 
otherwise to make His purposes known to 
man, faith rests on that revelation, and 
governs its actions accordingly. 

It is no more unreasonable to believe 
the Word of God than it is to believe the 
road markings as one drives along our 
modern highways. When one comes to 
crossroads, if he has a certain destination 
in view, he is guided, not by the nature 
of the road, but by its direction, and for 
information concerning this he must 
often depend entirely on the road map 
or the road markings or both. It is not 
always the widest, smoothest road which 
leads to where we are going. 

As Moses stood at the crossroads he did 
not need to use his own judgment. The 
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writing on the signpost was plain. In the 
first place, God had said to Abram, “Get 
thee out of thy country, and from thy 
kindred, and from thy father’s house, 
unto a land that I will show thee: and I 
will make of thee a great nation, and I 
will bless thee, and make thy name 
great; and thou shalt be a blessing: and 
I will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee: and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed” 
(Gen. 12:1-3). 

Doubtless, in those early years, when 
Moses’ own mother was his nurse, she 
had taught him the promises of God. 
Moses would have known from these that 
the nation to which he belonged by birth 
were the people of God, and that they 
were destined to play an important part 
in the purposes of God. 

Moreover, God had spoken specifically 
concerning their present condition, and it 
miust have been this word which precipi- 
tated Moses’ choice. “And he said unto 
Abram, Know of a surety that thy seed 
shall be a stranger in a land that is not 
theirs, and shall serve them; and they 
shall afflict them four hundred years” 
(Gen. 15:13). Though written many years 
before, here was an accurate description 
of the experience through which the chil- 
dren of Israel were then passing. It was 
not pleasant, but the end was in sight. 
Four hundred years was the limit, and 
most of it was already behind them. It 
would soon be over. 

But there was more on the signpost. 
Moses would have read, “And also that 
nation, whom they shall serve, will I 
judge: and afterward shall they come out 
with great substance” (Gen. 15:14). From 
such an angle, to be the son of Pharaoh’s 
daughter was not such an enviable posi- 
tion after all, since it involved being un- 
der the judgment of God. 

Moreover, the pleasures were only for 
a season, and they were sinful. There 
would be bitterness in such a cup, for 
“when lust hath conceived, it bringeth 
forthsin: and sin when it is finished, bring- 
eth forth death” (James 1:15). Even the 
treasures in Egypt, which promised so 
much, were soon to become the posses- 
sions of the children of Israel, for God 
had said, “They shall come out with 
great substance.” 


The Wisdom of His Choice 


Forty years later Egypt fcll under the 
stroke of divine judgment. One plague 
followed another in quick succession, 
culminating in the death of all the first- 
born in the land of Egypt. Pharaoh, 
Egypt’s king, became weak and contempt- 
ible in the eyes of his own subjects. while 
“the man Moses was very great in the 
land of Egypt” (Exod. 11:3). The nation 
of slaves became a favored people, so 
much so that the Egyptians readily gave 
them their jewels of silver and gold. 

Thus Moses became God’s honored in- 
strument, not only to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of his people, but to deliver them 
from bondage. It is written of him, 
“There arose not a prophet since in Israel 
like unto Moses, whom the Lord knew 
face to face, in all the signs and the 
wonders, which the Lord sent him to do 
in the land of Egypt” (Deut. 34:10, 11). 

Where is there a Pharaoh, or any other 
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leader, who has attained to such honor— 
“whom the Lord knew face to face”? How 
empty is earthly honor in the light of 
this! 

Moses was not only honored in his life- 
time, but fifteen hundred years later he 
was chosen by God to be one of the hon- 
ored two who “appeared in glory” on the 
mount of transfiguration and talked with 
our Lord Jesus Christ of His decease 
which He should accomplish at Jerusalem. 

Nor is that the end. In the last book 
of the Bible we have a further item which 
shows how enduring is the recompense of 
Moses’ reward. The seven vials of the 
wrath of God are about to be poured out 
upon the earth. John looks on as future 
events are unfolded before his eyes. He 
says, “And I saw as it were a sea of glass 
mingled with fire: and them that had

They could crucify His body 
On an ignominious cross, 
And lay it in a rock-hewn grave, 
With the seal of Rome across; 
But something that their malice 
And their power could not do, 
Was to quench the love eternal 
In His heart—

Men may scorn the simple story 
Of His life, the death He died; 
All His claims may be rejected, 
And His Saviourhood denied;

He willed that those God gave to Him

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gotten the victory over the beast, and 
over his image, and over his mark, and 
over the number of his name, stand on 
the sea of glass, having the harps of God. 
And they sing the song of Moses the 
servant of God, and the song of the 
Lamb” (Rev. 15:2, 3). If Moses had be- 
come a Pharaoh, there would have been 
no song of Moses the servant of God; in- 
stead, only a funeral dirge long since for- 
gotten. 

What if Moses had trusted to his own 
judgment and had chosen to be the son 
of Pharaoh’s daughter, had enjoyed to 
the full the pleasures of sin while they 
lasted, and had fallen heir to what was 
left of the treasures in Egypt! Think 
what he would have missed! At best, a 
century later, he would have been only a 
mummy in some musty Egyptian tomb. 
As it was the Lord Himself attended his 


funeral, Michael the archangel disputed 
with the devil about his body, and, when 
Egypt’s king was a forgotten mummy, 
Moses was appearing in glory on the 
mount of transfiguration and having con- 
verse with the Lord regarding the most 
important event in all history, which was 
just in the offing, the redemption of the 
world. Moreover, two millenniums laters, 
when God’s righteous judgments are 
about to fall upon a guilty world, the song 
of Moses will be blended with the song 
of the Lamb and sung by a great com- 
pany, who like Moses chose rather to suf- 
fer affliction with the people of God than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season. 

Do you think it pays to believe God? 
Knowing what you do of Moses’ choice, 
would you have tried to dissuade him? 
What about your choice? Are you choos- 
ing blindly, refusing the light which God’s 
Word affords? 


What Is Your Choice? 


It may be that even now you are stand- 
ing at the crossroads. Your prospects for a 
successful career may be good. In the 
path which lies open before you there 
may be the promise of at least a measure 
of the world’s respect, of seemingly legiti- 
mate pleasures, and of enough of earthly 
treasure to make life comfortable. In ad- 
dition to this there may also be the op- 
portunity to be of service to your fellow 
men. All of these things add up to make 
it appear to be the most likely path for 
you, if not the only path that is open to 
you. Surely, if circumstances are to be 
trusted, this is it. 

But wait! Are circumstances to be 
trusted? What of the circumstances of 
Moses’ life? Were not all of these things’ 
true of him? Did not circumstances favor, 
his entering Egyptian politics? As a 
prominent member of Pharaoh’s house- 
hold might he not have helped to relieve 
much of the suffering of his people? But 
Moses was not guided by circumstances. 
God had spoken and Moses believed God. 
If circumstances coincide with the Word 
of God, all the better, but if not, the 
Word of God should take precedence. 

Has the Word of God nothing to say to 
us as we stand like Moses at the cross- 
roads? Are we to follow always the plain- 
est path? Look, there is another path. 
It is a bit dim, because it is not so often 
traveled. It does not lead immediately 
to the heights, but down into the valley. 
It is rough and dangerous, and from 
where you stand its prospects are far 
from pleasant. It holds affliction and re- 
proach. There, too, are the fiery furnace, 
the lions’ den, prison and the cross. 

Are you saying, “I cannot see beyond 
these”? Remember that you cannot trust 
your own vision. From your present view- 
point you can neither see the end of the 
one path or the other. You must depend 
on what is written on the signpost. 

First, it warns against that which ap- 
pears so attractive. “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. For all that is in 
the world, the lust of the flesh, the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of 
the Father, but is of the world. And the 
world passeth away, and the lust thereof:

Trusted God!’ 


Both mother and son could say it, 
as a deathbed prayer was answered in 
the conversion of Bernard B. Sutcliffe

tian home. Six sons and daughters were gathered 

about their mother’s bedside while two physicians 

ministered to her. For hours their patient had 
been unable to move or speak, and finally every sign of 
life disappeared. 

“She’s gone,” the doctors whispered. 

But that stout-hearted mother refused to die so long 
as one more service remained for her to perform. She 
must give a testimony to her children concerning her 
continuing trust in the faithfulness of a miracle-work- 
ing God. 

Rising in her bed, she summoned strength and voice. 


Ti WAS SETTLING gently over a little Nova Sco- 


In clear tone she prayed, “Lord, thank Thee . ... once 
more ... for putting my Bernard into the gospel 
ministry.” 


It was a mighty prayer of faith. Bernard B. Sutcliffe, 
seventh child in the family and one dedicated to the 
Lord before his birth, was not at that time even a 
believer on the Lord Jesus Christ, much less a minister of 
the gospel. He was far from the scene of his mother’s 
deathbed, and further still from faith in his mother’s God. 

Upborne by divine assurance, the one who claimed her boy’s 
salvation and his usefulness in the Lord’s service settled back 
upon her pillow and the Father took her Home. 

Ultimately her petition was answered abundantly. The 
son on whose behalf she pleaded became a persuasive preacher 
of the good news of salvation. More than that, under heavenly 
tutelage he developed into one of the best-known Bible ex- 
positors of his day. He was first associated with Moody Bible 
Institute as teacher and extension speaker. As pastor, evan- 
gelist, Bible teacher, and conference speaker, he served in 
many communities. In recent years, as chairman of the board 
of trustees of Multnomah School of the Bible, Portland, Ore., 
and as a member of the faculty and the school’s first president, 
he entered into an ever enlarging sphere of ministry. 


In the eleven years of Dr. Sutcliffe’s association with the 
school, young people and older ones as well have gratefully 
praised God for this man’s Bible-centered life and teaching. 
Few of these individuals realize that the outreach of blessing 
is traceable, humanly speaking, to a little woman in Halifax 
who trusted God with magnificent abandon, and who helped 
the son of her love to believe in Him too. 

It was not until three years after his mother’s death that 
B. B. Sutcliffe, then twenty-six years of age, allowed himself 
to be brought face to face with his need of salvation. Ill and 
not expected to live long, he determined to visit his sister and 
brother-in-law in Quebec, “just to say good-by,” as he thought. 
These young people pleaded with him to accept Christ. 

“We sat on the verandah,” Dr. Sutcliffe recalls, “my sister 
on one side of me and her husband on the other. One of them 
would say, ‘I tell you, Christ died for your sins, Bernard,’ and 
the other would chime in, ‘Yes, for yours; why don’t you trust 
Him and receive everlasting life?’ ” 


Weary and perplexed, but still unyielding, the young man 
boarded a train the next morning to go back to his home. At 
the station his sister’s last words to him were: “Remember, 
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Dr. B. B. Sutcliffe has become one of our best-known Bible 
expositors, though he was far from Christ when his mother died. 


‘The Son of man is come to seek and save that which is lost’— 
and, Brother, you’re lost, and you know it.” 

Soon the train wheels ground out the dismal refrain: “Lost 
...and you know it. Lost ...and you know it.” 

“It seemed to me,” Dr. Sutcliffe remembers, “that the train 
was plunging down a steep grade, headed for the pit and taking 
me with it. In my desperation I cried out, ‘O God, if there is a 
God, and if You came to seek and save the lost, then save me!’ ” 

In that moment, prayer was answered: the prayer of a par- 
ent who pleaded with God throughout her lifetime, and the 
petition of a son in whose heart repentance and faith so re- 
cently had been born. 

“I just trusted God”’—both mother and son could say it, to 
the everlasting praise of His grace. 

The train journey completed, the new convert stopped for 
lunch at a hotel where he and his friends frequently met. The 
bartender greeted him cordially and offered him a glass of 
choice whisky. Instinctively the born-again child of God 
sensed that this was a time for decision and for testimony. 
Leaning against the bar, he faced a roomful of old acquain- 
tances and told them in simple sincerity that he was “a new 
creature in Christ Jesus.” 

With the same directness, whenever opportunity was afforded, 
he expressed that truth to others. His fellow members on the 
Shamrock Hockey and La Crosse teams, with whom he played 
brilliant amateur games for some five years before his con- 
version, heard him tell of his new relation to Jesus Christ. 
Likewise business associates with whom he worked earlier (he 
operated the first electric car ever to be used on the Pacfic 
coast) received a clear-cut testimony to the fact of his new 
vocation. 

Today he is sometimes asked, “Wasn’t it hard, especially at 
first, for you to live for Christ?” 

But he invariably replies: “I just trusted God—a great God 
—One able to do exceeding abundantly above all that we ask 
or think. By His grace I trusted Him as my mother trusted, 
and with the same glorious results.”

UT BACK THE cLOocK eighty-three 

years, and set the scene in Vic- 

torian London. The day is draw- 

ing to a close, and at his desk a 
man sits writing. His life is busy, so 
much so that he finds it difficult to keep 
his dairy from day to day. Hence, though 
he jots down the date as May 25, he be- 
gins his entry with the word “Yester- 
a 
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“Yesterday took chair at inaugural 
meeting of Victoria Institute. I dare, as 
it were, to take heaven by storm, and 
assume that God, for His blessed Son’s 
sake, will prosper and advance this Insti- 
tute, founded as it is to show the neces- 
sary, eternal, and divine harmony be- 
tween true science and revelation.” 

May 24, 1865, had been Queen Vic- 
toria’s birthday, reason enough why any

organization founded that day should 
bear her name. But there was a deeper 
reason, a reason which Lord Shaftesbury, 
the writer of the diary, fully appreciated. 

For twenty-five years the good Queen’s 
reign had brought security unsurpassed 
in her country’s long history. Men and 
women felt sure of themselves, possessed 
a sound sense of values, knew what they 
believed, and imagined that the estab- 
lished order would go on forever. Then 
into this world of certainty had been 
flung Darwin’s bombshell in the form of 
his book, The Origin of Species, and men 
like Huxley and Tyndall had advanced 
theories which assailed the very founda- 
tions of contemporary confidence—the 
reliability of the Scriptures and the rele- 
vancy of the Christian faith. 

It would be some time before the effects 
of this new teaching would be felt in 
the schools and colleges, but men of 
scholarship and discernment were quick 
to see the gravity of the issues involved. 
Science was being pushed forward as the 
final authority, and its findings as cor- 
rections of the Bible, which must be re- 
written to the higher knowledge of the 
nineteenth century. In the world of 
learning men began to take sides, and 
the field was set for the battle between 
faith and unbelief. 

Many were convinced that there could 
be no real issue between true science and 
the Scriptures. There was nothing to 
fear, they felt, in honest exploration of 
either natural phenomena or the Bible. 
Only shed sufficient light upon both, and 
they would be found in complete har- 
mony. Hence they united to encourage 
the sincere and thorough investigation of 
the claims of contemporary scientific 
research, along with reverent inquiry in- 
to the precise teaching of Holy Writ. 

It was to foster such inquiry that Vic- 
toria Institute (or, Philosophical Society 
of Great Britain) was inaugurated by 
men who thanked God for a monarch 
who publicly professed her unshaken ad- 
herence to the precepts of the Bible. 


Boor THAT SEEMS long, long 
ago. Many years, and hundreds of miles, 
separate us from this scene. Yet through 
the years Victoria Institute has provided 
a forum in which men of culture and 
conviction have proved the fallacy of 
many an “established result” of material- 
istic scientists and have vindicated the 
reliability of the Word of God. And its 
great work continues. 

Though the Institute has never been 
known by more than a few thousand 
Britishers at any one time, and though 
the German air raids on London robbed 
them of their meeting hall and even their 
office space, seriously curtailing their ef- 
forts until now, it still continues to wield 
great influence among Christian scholars 
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and the list of its victories in the battle 
for the faith is impressive. The member- 
ship of 556 includes scientists, philoso- 
phers, and theologians, as well as other 
interested Christians whose subscriptions 
enable the Institute to carry on its work. 

Take a look at its printed Journal of 
Transactions (published annually) and 
great names leap to your eyes—names of 
intellectual giants like Sir Charles Mars- 
ton, Sir Andrew Wingate, Prof. James 
Orr, Dean Henry Wace, Sir William 
Ramsay, Prof. A. H. Sayce, Dr. A. S. 
Yahuda, and Prof. Melvin Grove Kyle. 
And the list could be expanded almost in- 
definitely. 

The name of Professor Sayce, Oxford’s 
brilliant Assyriologist, furnishes striking 
proof of the value of unprejudiced in- 
quiry. In a paper read a few years ago 
before the Institute, Air Commodore P. 
J. Wiseman, present council chairman, 
traced the influence upon Sayce of mod- 
ern archaeological discovery by which he 
was induced to abandon higher criticism 
of the Scriptures for a position of ortho- 
doxy. 

Dr. Sayce was a genius (his Compara- 
tive Grammar of the Assyrian Language 
was published when he was _ twenty- 
seven), and he early fell under the spell 
of German destructive criticism. Prime 
Minister Gladstone once rejected him as 
a candidate for an important professor- 
ship because of his extreme views. Yet a 
few years later Dr. Sayce declared that a 
“death blow” had been given to “the 
theories about the Old Testament and 
its contents which had been imported 
from Germany.” What had changed his 
mind? 

Dr. Sayce provides his own answer. 
“The discovery of the Tel el-Amarna tab- 
lets suddenly threw a new light on the 
whole subject,” he says, “and revolution- 
ized my view of it. It was henceforth 
plain that the assumption of the late date 
of the literary use of writing was false 
and that already in the Mosaic age edu- 
cation was widspread and literary works 
were being produced and an active episto- 
lary correspondence carried on to an even 
greater extent than in the Middle Ages. 
After 1888 it was no longer possible, ex- 
cept for the ignorant, to maintain that 
literary works such as we find in the Old 
Testament could not have existed in the 
Mosaic era. The main support of the 
so-called literary analysis and criticism 
had disappeared.” 

It is not surprising that Professor Sayce 
endorsed the Victoria Institute and read 
several important papers before its ses- 
sions. He set high value on the open dis- 
cussion which followed any paper, in 
which the pros and cons were freely con- 
sidered by other men of learning and in- 
sight. 

That same practice still continues, re- 
sumed now after the famine war years. 
Papers to be read in open session are 
printed and circulated in advance to 
members, so that all may be prepared to 
discuss them, or if unable to attend the 
meeting to furnish their own written ob- 
servations. The papers and the attend- 
ing remarks are preserved in the annual 
Transactions. 

Many of the subjects are of great gen- 
eral interest, keyed to the urgency of our 
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times, full of provocative and stimulating 
material, like some of this year’s papers: 
“The Bearing of Psychical Research upon 
the Interpretation of the Bible,” “Phys- 
ical Science and Miracle,” and “The Use 
of the Bible in School Education.” 


[or on A typical ses- 
sion and you will hear a discussion like 
this from June 4, 1945: Sir Frederick 
Kenyon, director of the British Museum, 
is speaking on the authorship of the 
fourth Gospel. “With the evidence now 
available, an impartial critic would come 
to two conclusions: first, that the fourth 
Gospel was written not later than the 
last decade of the first century; and sec- 
ond, that, if that is so; the evidence in 
favor of the authorship of St. John the 
apostle far outweighs the evidence 
against it.” 

F. F. Bruce, Greek scholar from Leeds 
University, is in the chair, and after the 
address he introduces weighty testimony 
confirming similar authorship for the 
book of Revelation. Two or three other 
speakers discuss the issue, adding weight 
to Kenyon’s conclusions.

Then a written communication from 
Dr. Frederick Cawley, of Spurgeon’s Col- 
lege, is read. “This paper,” he observes, 
“comes in an hour when the authority 
of the Bible is being reasserted in a re- 
markable degree .. . The whole critical 
position is, as it were, in the melting pot, 
with no one able to say what the final 
issue will be. Certainly, on quite a num- 
ber of great points, it is a good day for 
conservative scholarship, and a growingly 
serious one for extreme criticism.” 

In another similar session Rev. J. W. 
Wenham discusses “The Place of Intellect 
in the Christian Faith.” “In Moody’s 
day,” he says, “people generally believed 
the Christian faith to be true—but did 
nothing about it. His task was to face 
them up to the implications of their be- 
lief and get them to surrender their 
hearts and lives to their Redeemer. Now- 
adays the situation is entirely different. 
The common man has a vague theistic 
belief, but he has neither understanding 
of nor belief in the Christian doctrine of 
redemption. He believes that modern 
knowledge has quite outmoded the an- 
cient Christian superstitions ... 

“The modern evangelist must be pre- 
pared to use reason to undercut error, 
to probe the conscience, to lead the seek- 
er for truth patiently step by step from 
one conclusion to another till he is 
brought boldly face to face with the final 
decision for or against Christ . .. Alas, 
how few there are today who can show 
themselves qualified for this task. And 
what is the reason? Simply that for 
years evangelicals have discouraged 
would-be evangelists from fully training 
their minds.”

failing to successfully combat the 

circumstances of their lives is preved 

by our crowded hospitals and asy- 
lums, our jails, and institutions for men- 
tal wrecks. 

The head of the staff at the great Mayo 
Hospital in Rochester, Minn., is said to 
have remarked recently, as he looked at 
the full waiting room, that more than 
80 per cent were ill from other than 
physical causes. The strain of living had 
taken its toll in the physical realm, and 
all of life had been thrown off balance. 
Many had never learned the art of man- 
aging their lives. i 

Successful living has always been an 
achievement, possible only to those who 
take the time to create it. To learn how 
to tread one’s way through the many 
emotional dangers of life is worthy of 
careful consideration. 

A new word is on the tongue of doc- 
tors today. It is the term ‘“psycho-so- 
matics,’ or the healing of the body 
through the soul. Doctors are aroused 
by the fact that the world is desper- 
ately sick, and they know that this sick- 
ness is largely of the soul. 

It is not hard to list some of the causes 
for our upsets. Perhaps the first on the 
list is the fear of war. We have barely 
recovered from the long strain of actual 
conflict, and though men say, “Peace, 
peace,” still there is no peace. The atom 


T: Fact that many people today are 
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bomb is one of the chief offenders. Its 
power to blast whole cities into oblivion 
is known to us all, and the uncertainty— 
the possibility of an all-out war of whole- 
sale destruction is imminent—lays a de- 
pressing hand on the average person. 

It is not just death that men fear. 
Often this is secondary to an awesome 
feeling of futility. The thought that “any 
day now everything I have lived and 
worked for may be lost” has brought a 
sense of hopelessness and helplessness. 

In the Middle Ages the pastor was the 
“curé’”—the shepherd of his flock. People 
came to him for advice on every detail of 
their lives. His word brought them com- 
fort; and his guidance helped direct their 
lives. 

But there has come a change in the 
basic function of the minister. The ele- 
ment of personal counseling has been 
minimized. The pulpit has become the 
center, and the message almost exclusive- 
ly evangelistic. 

The pastor today must become again a 
counselor to his people in order to help 
them meet the upsetting problems of 
modern life. He must know his Bible, 
and he must have a sound workable un- 
derstanding of human behavior and the 
ability to guide his people .through the 
crises of life. 


= 
‘| HREE AREAS OF LIFE must be 


rightly adjusted. First, a man must be 
right with God. To this end almost ev- 
ery conservative minister bends his ef- 
forts, but considerable disappointment 
sometimes comes when a man’s diffi- 
culties do not entirely clear up, even 
though he comes into right relationship 
with God. It is in the neglected frame- 
work of the next two areas that the 
counselor must also be able to guide. The 
second is to be right with onself, and the 
third to be right with the world of people 
and things around us. 

It is all too common to find thoroughly 
converted Christians who are under great 
emotional stress, suffering from one or 
more neurotic disturbances. Perhaps it 
is because we have not thought to link 
our Christian doctrine with these areas of 
life, that these things can occur. Faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ is the answer to 
every problem, but too many Christians 
have not learned how to apply it. 

Most of us know very little of the prac- 
tical mathematical laws that exist in the 
world of the mind and the emotions, and 
which play a major role in our lives. 
Quite easily, then, we can fall victim to 
upsets in thinking and irregularities in 
action which occur when a severe emo- 
tional shock has literally changed the 
outlook on life. 

A friend of mine dropped a portable 
radio accidentally. The instrument 
seemed unhurt; only when he turned it 
on he found that the position of each 
station was altered on the dial. He tried 
to tune in one station, and he got an- 
other. 

Shocks do this sort of thing to people. 
They shift the inside mechanism that 
controls life, until they think of things 
differently and actually see them differ- 
ently. In many cases we are not fully 
aware of the change in our thinking. 
Where some fear has fixed itself upon us, 
we are very conscious of the disturbance, 
and it may lead to real physical difficul- 
ties. Our thinking is in need of careful 
readjustment, just as my friend’s radio 
needed to be set right by an expert. 

Disturbances in our thinking and in our 
emotions, if uncared for, may settle into a 
chronic condition. There are two tech- 
nical words which are important in this 
connection. One is “adjustment,” the 
other “compensation.” To adjust to a 
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situation and keep on living is normal 
and healthy, though in the face of sor- 
row, of loss, or severe injury it may be 
difficult. 

When a person refuses to accept a fact, 
however, a dangerous change takes place. 
A widow may refuse to allow herself to 
accept the death of her husband. She 
acts as if he is still with her, living out 
the various falsehoods necessary for such 
a self-delusion. Since the subconscious 
mind accepts whatever is repeatedly pre- 
sented to it, the line of demarcation be- 
tween the real and the unreal constantly 
becomes more uncertain, and the longer 
she ¢ -s on playing make-believe the 
more difficult it becomes to ever reclaim 
her for normal, rational living. 

Self-delusion is often practiced by peo- 
ple as an “escape from reality.” Actually 
many prefer to live in some form of un- 
reality rather than face up to life. It is 
from this kind of beginning that perma- 
nent personality trends are formed and a 
whole chain of emotional difficulties may 
follow. Never “compensate’—always ac- 
cept the facts of life, and by God’s grace 
be enabled to measure up to them. 

You take the first step in learning to 
really manage yourself when -you rec- 
ognize how your mental and emotional 
equilibrium may be upset. When testing 
comes, watch yourself lest you are thrown 
“off center.” A second step in self-man- 
agement is to better understand the four 
elemental forces which seek expression 
through our lives. Each is capable of 
asserting a tremendous force for good, or, 
if unguided, for evil which may lead to 
tragedy. 


"he FirsT Of the forces that 
strive for expression is the “self.” This 
urge is so powerful that to restrain it 
without understanding its nature may 
lead to perversions worse than the cause 
itself. Frustrations often result and ex- 
plode in abnormal behavior patterns. 

We were created to serve God. Only 
when our talents are turned into chan- 
nels of service for Him does the twofold 
miracle become apparent—that in losing 
our lives we find them, and in the serv- 
ice of God we find the fullest release of 
all our powers. “He that loseth his life for 
my sake shall find it” (Matt. 10:39). 
Paul in denying himself discovered, 
“Nevertheless I live, yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me” (Gal. 2:20). 

The social instinct cannot be denied, 
but fewer dangers reside in this urge than 
in the others. The urge to fellowship, to 
share with others is strong and whole- 


some. The person who feels that he is not © 


an accepted member of the group may 
come to have a distorted personality. 
Strongest of all is the urge for a mate 
Some materialistic psychologists see 
every act of man arising from this in- 
sinct. Though it is only one of the four 
basic urges, the love of a man and a 
woman, the hunger for children, the 
desire to build together the security of 
a home and to know the satisfaction of 
this deepest of all urges, cannot be de- 
nied. To be frustrated about any of the 
important aspects of this drive is to find 
that usually some abnormal compensa- 
tion is brought into our lives. Let us 
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be sure that we channel the power of 
this desire in God-ordained ways, lest it 
turn and harm us. 

The last of the undeniable urges to 
completeness is the creative urge—the 
desire to do things. To build, to create— 
this is one of the marks of God’s image 
in man. We see, on the one hand, the car- 
icatures of creativeness in the ambitions 
of men apart from God—the Hitlers, the 
Napoleons, the tyrants of all ages who 
have been victims of the search for this 
satisfaction. On the other side we see the 
visions and inspirations of those whose 
lives were moved to do great exploits for 
God. 


Fle ARE FouR brief sugges- 
tions for controlling and utilizing these 
basic drives for their greatest good. First, 
find a central purpose in live and give 
your greatest loyalty to it. Paul said: 
“This one thing I do...I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in (‘hrist Jesus” (Phil. 3:14). He 
changed the course of history because he 
dared to invest his life for the gospel that 
saves men. There is no greater cause. 
Make it the center of your life. Let every- 
thing else be secondary. Such a dedica- 
tion gives direction to life and will unify 
life’s forces. 

Utilize all of your powers, not just a 


fragment of them. This is my second 
suggestion. Recognize that your body, 
soul, and spirit keep each part of life 
in balance. Let your spiritual life bring 
your physical and mental powers into the 
full joy and service of an abundant life. 

My third suggestion is a call to wider 
horizon than that of your individual life. 
Recognize that you are a part of the 
kingdom of God, and seek to find your 
place in it. Christ said: “Seek ye first 
the kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness, and all these things shall be added 
unto you” (Matt. 6:33). The larger vision 
will deliver you from smallness and a 
sense of futility. It makes life abundantly 
worth while to be in the grand proces- 
sion of saints of all ages who served God 
according to His will and plan. 

To unify life by the experience and 
practice of spiritual realities is my last 
suggestion. Find God in worship. Live 
in paths of righteousness and service for 
God. These spiritual forces are able to 
do what nothing else can accomplish. 
They will hold you steadfast when the 
currents of testing sweep others before 
them, and best of all it is these things 
that give real meaning to life. It is the 
power of spiritual things that alone can 
keep you from emotional shipwreck, can 
give you what Jesus promised to those 
who love and serve Him—first “life” and 
then “life more abundantly.” ;

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God feeds Old Maids .u....... 


Perhaps you are an old maid by choice—God's choice. 
Take heart! He may have a great work for you to do. 


EAR LORD, if I have to be an old 
maid, please keep me from being 
an old maid!” This prayerful 
paradox was uttered recently by a 

healthy, attractive young woman. In her 
heart there lurked the shadowy fear, the 
haunting anxiety, that she might be an 
old maid. To see the years slipping by, 
from effervescent girlhood, hope-filled 
womanhood, to culminate in what Web- 
ster describes as a “precise, crotchety, 
unmarried woman,” is horrible to antici- 
pate, and something no woman wants. 

But is it so bad, after all, for a woman 
to go unmarried? Does living without a 
mate warrant the sneers and jeers, the 
laugh-producing caricatures, the multi- 
tudinous jokes at her expense? Does the 
fact that, either by choice or otherwise, a 
woman is pursuing a solitary existence 
imply that she is an oddity? 

On the contrary, many of the most 
charming women live alone. In fact, some 
of the world’s most famous women were 
spinsters. No one could intimate that 
Joan of Arc was old-maidish, or that 
Florence Nightingale had _ spinsterish 
tendencies. Distinguished Clara Barton 
went husbandless. Even Queen Elizabeth, 
renowned ruler, found no one with whom 
to share her throne. 

To top this fact is another of greater 
importance. God uses old maids! 

Of course, in God’s economy married 
life is the rule rather than the exception. 
He has ordained marriage and the home 
as the-supreme desire and joy in life, and 
has blessed Christian men and women 
“as being heirs together of the grace of 
life” (I Pet. 3:7). To married women are 
presented avenues of service never open 
to those who live alone. 

But to be the exception is no disgrace. 

Self-pity is a futile, fruitless emotion, 
and should not be indulged in. God dis- 
closes innumerable privileges and oppor- 
tunities of attainment, with the promise 
of a full, exuberant life, redounding with 
blessing, to those who will look to Him. 

One word which particulary describes 
the position of a single woman is free- 
dom. Especially to the Christian woman 
is this true, for it means she is free to 
serve the Lord, free to spend her time, 
her~talents, her money, without earthly 
hindrance or obligation. Perhaps the 
apostle Paul had this in mind when he 
said to the Corinthian women, “The un- 
married woman careth for the things of 
the Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit; but she that is married 
careth for the things of the world, how 
she may please her husband” (I Cor. 
7:34). 

We can say, then, that some women are

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old maids by choice—God’s choice. He 
sometimes withholds the joys of earthly 
fellowship, the pleasures of intimate 
home relationships, the blessings of moth- 
erhood, to give the supreme joy of a life 
given over entirely to Him. The love 
which might have been lavished on one’s 
own family is scattered and multiplied, 
the mother instincts are spread out to 
cover homeless waifs and children for 
whom no one else cares. 

I am sure this is why Mary Slessor, 
famous pioneer missionary, free from 
earthly ties, could become “Ma” Slessor 
to half the continent of Africa. And why 
Irene Webster-Smith, for many years a 
missionary in Japan, could “mother” the 
orphan girls who would otherwise have 
been sold as geisha girls, saving them 
from a sordid life. And why Annie John- 
son Flint, with an almost uncanny under- 


standing of the human heart, could de-. 


vote her entire life to bring blessing to 
others through the medium of poetry. 
She found in Christ the satisfaction of 
her heart, and expressed it this way: 


“But I look up—unto the face of Jesus, 
For there my heart can rest, my fears 
are stayed, 
And there is joy, and love, and light for 
darkness, 
And perfect peace, and every hope ful- 
filled.” 


a IT WAS MY PRIVILEGE 
to read a letter written from the heart of 
Africa by one of God’s choice workers. 
With almost superhuman strength Mar- 
tha brings physical and spiritual aid to 
the queue of two hundred or more natives 
that forms early each morning at her dis- 
pensary door. She operates, amputates, 
soothes, and mothers her huge family, 
doing the work of two doctors. Yet her 
letter bubbled over with humor, with the 
joy of living for her Lord. In the ab- 
sence of a strong masculine arm, Martha 
leans all the more on the “everlasting 
arms” and is doing immeasurable good. 

J shall never forget a service in which 
Helen Western, returned missionary from 
China, was guest speaker. This tiny miss, 
endowed with a saucy sense of humor, 
started for the front of the packed audi- 
torium. On reaching the platform she 
stubbed her toe and fell flat on her face. 
Rising with much dignity, and suppress- 
ing a slight giggle, Helen said, “I am so 
sorry. I just washed my feet and I can’t 
do a thing with them!” 

Then began an hour of enchantment 
while we listened to her tell of God’s 
power in a life given completely to Him, 
living alone, but endowed with courage 
and charm that are priceless. 

But we need not go to the far corners 


to find work for the Lord. Africa is not 
the only place for old maids to work. 
China does not present the sole possibili- 
ties for real service. Just around the 
corner—right in the next block—lies a 
fruitful field, fraught with opportunities. 
One young woman, forced through the 
death of her mother to keep house for 
the family, wanted to do tangible service 
for her Master. One day Alice sat at the 
window and watched the streams of chil- 
dren trooping past her home on their way 
from school, and felt an urge in her heart 
to do something for them. As a result she 
now conducts a successful child evangel- 
ism class, with an attendance upward of 
twenty-five weekly. Many have found the 
Lord as personal Saviour, and the seed is 
being tucked away in fertile hearts. 


ly A NEIGHBORING CiTy another 
“spinster” conducted a similar class. Be- 
coming fascinated with her jubilant little 
family, she could scarcely wait for the 
day for Bible Club. While in prayer one 
evening the Lord laid upon her heart the 
need of countless other children in her 
city, unreached by the gospel. Launching 
out by faith, she resigned her secular po- 
sition, and is now the happy teacher of 
seven evangelism classes weekly, devoting 
her whole life to this vital ministry. “The 
Lord has abundantly supplied my finan- 
cial needs,” she joyfully announced. 

Pastors are always happy to supply 
names of shut-ins and neglected families 
for visitation. A real ministry may be 
discovered in this field. 

I have yet to see the pastor who will 
not welcome a_ well-trained, sincere 
teacher for a Sunday school class. To be- 
come spiritual overseer to a group of 
growing, thinking lassies is a high honor. 
Unencumbered by housework, the single 
woman is free to spend time with her 
class, to take them on hikes, to really 
learn to know them. 

If a feeling of inadequacy is realized, 
correspondence courses are available, fit- 
ting one for such service. 

Musical talents should be developed, 
capable teachers sought out, for the min- 
istry of music brings rich reward, and is 
one much needed in the church. 

In those long evenings when the pinch 
of loneliness is felt, letters to those in 
need of spiritual help, prayerful epistles 
freighted with love and sympathy, be- 
come real links in the chain of achieve- 
ments for the Lord. 

One young woman, yearning for little 
ones of her own to cherish, placed herself 
at the feet of Jesus and asked Him to 
comfort her. Instead, He placed her over 
the primary department of her own 
church. She became spiritual overseer

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rom Darkness to light

Moths and bats avoid light, though they love the lights— 
but then the same may be true of Mothodists and Batists 


“The people that walked in darkness have 
seen a great light: they that dwell in the 
land of the shadow of death, upon them 
hath the light shined” (Isa. 9:2)- 


ID YOU EVER stop to think what a 
fearful thing darkness can be? I 
had an experience once that has 

. indelibly impressed it upon my 

mind. One day I was with a group of 
tourists going through one of the great 
caverns in the Shenandoah section of Vir- 
ginia. The beauty of the rock formations 
there under the earth was unbelievable; 
the swiftness of the underground rivers 
and the depth of the underground lakes 
were breath-taking; but more impressive 
to me than anything else was the utter 
and seemingly solid blackness. 

At one place our party was stopped by 
the guide so that he could explain some 
point of interest to the group, and I 
found myself beside the entrance of one 
of those tunnels of Stygian gloom. On an 
impulse I stepped inside, and groped my 
way around a corner. In two more steps 
I was enveloped by complete, utter, and 
impenetrable darkness, so overwhelming 
that it could be felt. Then, as I moved 
in the direction from which I thought I 
had come and there was no relief from 
the inky blackness that pressed in so 
solidly, I thought I was lost. 

I will never forget the few seconds that 
elapsed before in my desperate fumbling 
I saw faintly some glimmer of the lights 
that had been placed along the tourist’s 
route. Even now after almost twenty 
years, the helplessness, the loneliness, and 
apparent hopelessness of that moment in 
complete darkness are just as real to my 
memory as they were that very night. 

No experience of mine has served to 
make the final state of the Christ-reject- 
ing sinner more real and appalling than 
those few seconds in utter blackness. For 


in the eternal age, the glory of God and’ 


the Lamb will be the only source of light 
(Rev. 21:23), and the lot of the wicked 
will be separation from Him, to be “pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of his power” (II Thess. 1:9). That 
is why Jude in verse 13 of his epistle 
likens Christ-rejecting sinners to “wan- 
dering stars, to whom is reserved the 
blackness of darkness forever.” 

Some clever people in their more face- 
tious and light-hearted moments declare 
that they really prefer the idea of going

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to hell to that of going to heaven, because 
all their friends will be in hell anyhow. 
But what good are friends when you don’t 
know where they are, and what balm is 
friendship locked in the vicelike grip of 
common terror? In addition to these 
thoughts, it is easy to see how the premium 
on friendship is going to be quite low be- 
tween souls that have helped each other 
to the blackness of hell. There may be 
friends along the dark paths fo hell, but 
there will be no friends in the black pits 
of hell. 

Our text is careful not to state that 
people—even Christless sinners—are now 
in the Cimmerian blackness which will 
characterize the final state of the wicked. 
It simply states that “the people that 
walked in darkness have seen a great 
light.” While blackness is an absolute con- 
dition devoid of all light, darkness may 
well be taken to be a relative state con- 
ditioned by lights and shadows, and rang- 
ing from the dimness of twilight to the 
more complete darkness before dawn. 
Now, the darkness of the mind of unre- 
generate man, spiritually dim and gloomy 
though it may be, is not without light, 
and is nothing compared to the fearsome 
blackness that will fall upon those who 
fail to follow the light they have. 

The first and third chapters of the 
Gospel of John bear us out in this. In 
John 1:3 we have insight into the part 
taken by Christ in the act of creation. 
“All things were made by him; and with- 
out him was not anything made that was 
made.” This much is said for creation in 
general. The fourth verse tells of Christ’s 
part in the introduction of life into the 
creative work: “In him was life.” So it 
is from Christ that the element of life is 
in creation. But the passage goes on to 
tell something very special about the 
character of life as it appears in men: 
“and the life was the light of men.” Life 
in the brute is awe-inspiring enough; but 
life in man is glorious. It is characterized 
as light, for man alone can look into the 
face of God and commune with Him. 

The fifth verse tells us what man has 
done with the light he has. Mankind as 
a whole has used the light so little, or 
has misused it altogether in the forma- 
tion of his own religions, that darkness 
is the order of the day. “And the light 
shineth in darkness; and the darkness 
comprehended it not.” 


Bs THIS DARK picture came 
Jesus proclaiming, “I am the light of the 
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world,” and the people that walked in 
darkness saw a great light. Some em- 
braced the Light, and of them we read, 
“As many as received him, to them gave 
he power to become the sons of God.” 
Some followed Him afar off, but when 
tested, failed to show their eolors for Him, 
although they knew He was Light indeed. 
Of them He said, “He that is not with 
me is against me.” Some rejected Him 
outright, and of them He said, “He that 
believeth not is condemned already, be- 
cause he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God. And 
this is the condemnation, that light is 
come into the world, and men loved dark- 
ness rather than light” (John 3:18, 19). 
As men and women, boys and girls face 
the challenge of the Light of the world 
today after the passing of nearly twenty 
centuries, their reactions are similar to 
those of the first century. The only dif- 


ference is that the reasons for accepting 
Him are greater, and the excuses for re- 
jecting Him are poorer today than they 
were during the time of His earthly life. 

For more than nineteen centuries the 
Light of the world has been tried in the 
crucible of time and, while the darkness 
of this world has continued tense and 
unabated, the proclamation of Proverbs 
4:18 has been sure and steadfast: “The 
path of the just is as the shining light, 
that shineth more and more unto the 
perfect day.” Every year of these nine- 
teen centuries has added its multitude of 
witnesses to testify with Paul: “For God, 
who commanded the light to shine out of 
darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to 
give the light of knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ” (II 
Cor. 4:6). 

So today it may be said that with the 
accumulated testimony of the years, “The 





The Salvation Army Builds Its Navy

HROUGH the efforts of the Sunday 

school pupils in its Western District, 

the Salvation Army has recently 

added another ship to its “navy.” 
This—the “pride of the navy”—will be 
used to spread the gospel in Alaskan wa- 
ters. 

The Salvation Army “navy” now con- 
sists of a canoe in Australia; a barge on 
the Seine, with anchorage at Paris; a 
streamlined seagoing cruiser, the Salvo, 
in the South Pacific; the Phoebe, used in 
the canals of Holland; and the Catherine 
Booth, fitted for running the narrow Nor- 
wegion fjords. 

This new cruiser—christened William 
Booth in honor of the Army’s founder— 
was formerly a luxury twin-screw diesel 
cabin cruiser. It is sixty-four feet from 
bow to stern, and is equipped with ship- 
to-shore radio-telephone, deluxe kitchen 
and deep-freeze unit, and showers. 

In 1946 Brigadier Chester Taylor, Army 
commander in Alaska, asked for a boat to 


take him to isolated villages which could 
be reached in no other way. To build the 
boat he needed would have cost $20,000. 
Sunday school pupils began to set aside 
dimes, nickels, and quarters for the proj- 
ect. One Sunday school paid for a deck, 
another for a lifeboat, another for the 
radio, and so on. But by the time the 
money was in, the price of boats was way 
up. But just then a multimillionaire’s 
cruiser was offered to the Salvationists 
for $30,000—considerably less than it was 
worth—but “as a mark of interest in the 
Army’s work.” The boat has now been 
purchased and is being fully fitted for its 
new work. 

Patrick Paul, an expert marine naviga- 
tor engineer, is skipper of the new gospel 
boat, which will carry thirty passengers 
and “sleep” twenty. The latest addition 
to the “navy” is already in use spreading 
the good news of Christ to isolated spots 
where the message might not otherwise 
be heard.

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people that walked in darkness have seen 
a great light; they that dwell in the land 
of the shadow of death, upon them hath 
the light shined.” 

Does this mean that all who walked in 
darkness have come to the Light, and all 
who dwelt in the shadow have welcomed 
its shining? We know better. The pitiful 
truth is that the passage means no more 
than it says, and that is simply that the 
Light has shined. The rest of the story 
hangs upon individual reactions to the 
Light, some of which are positive, and all 
too many of which are negative. 

One of the negative reactions to light is 
seen in the flight of crawling things when 
a rock or a plank is upturned on a sunny 
day. I suppose all of us have had the ex- 
perience of kicking over a rock or lifting 
a board and witnessing the apparent ter- 
ror of the bugs underneath it as they re- 
treat helter-skelter to the darker recesses 
of the ground. These do not have to be 
particularly vicious creatures. They are 
not poisonous like scorpions; they are not 
destructive like weasels; they are good 
providers for their families. But they do 
love darkness rather than light, and be- 
cause of this they have no place in the 
kingdom of light. 

The reaction of some people to Jesus 
Christ, the Light of the world, is like this. 
Their deeds look all right in the darkness 
of a sinful world. Seen in the shadow, 
they appear even superior to the bulk of 
mankind. But their hearts will not bear 
the searching scrutiny of the Light of the 
world, whose Word is a revealer of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. Like 
the insects under the rock, they would 
much rather not be disturbed by the light 
at all; but if some calamity takes place, 
like the kicking over of their canopy of 
smugness, they lose no time in seeking 
other areas of darkness where they re- 
sume normal living, maybe a trifle shaken 
but happy once more in their native ele- 
ment. They “love darkness rather than 
light.” 


Remin NEGATIVE reaction to 
light is seen in the peculiar conduct of 
bats and moths. We are all familiar 
with the nocturnal habits of these crea- 
tures. They will retreat before the break- 
ing day and hide from the light of ‘the 
sun. And yet when the sun has set and 
they have no more fear of its light, they 
will come out and invariably gravitate 
toward whatever lights they can find. It 
seems that the brighter the light the 
more the attraction. This is one of the 
great puzzles of nature. 

There are men and women and young 
people who will flock to revivals, or will 
attend church regularly. They will stir 
soup for the Ladies’ Aid Society, sort 
tomatoes for the church budget, listen 
faithfully to religious radio programs. 
They will weep softly when the Dixie 
Four sings, “He’ll Understand and Say 
Well Done.” They will gravitate to lesser 
lights of varying brightness. But their 
relationship to Jesus, the Light of the 
world, is just about as intimate as that 
of bats and moths to the light of the sun. 

It’s good to join the church. Let’s hope 
it’s good to hear the preacher. It’s good

Your Church Can Stop the Presses 


F you want to reach the American 
people with whatever you're trying to 
put across—whether it’s a product of 
twentieth century ingenuity or the 

ageless gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ— 
there is no better way to get past the 
American family’s front door than by the 
home-town newspaper. This is a fact 
long recognized by those with advertising 
and public relations “know how” across 
the nation. Nevertheless, that fact some- 
how has eluded Christian workers in their 
attempts to bring before the general pub- 
lic the work of their churches, Sunday 
schools and other organizations. 

Most churches insert their weekly ad- 
vertisements in the Saturday edition as 
regular as clock work. Those ads are. 
faithfully read by church members, but 
nine times out of ten they fail to meet 
head-on the people they should be reach- 
ing—the unsaved, the unchurched, and 
uninterested. 

But the home-town newspaper has al- 
most unlimited possibilities for getting 
apathetic people interested in the church 
—your church. Where there is life there 
is human drama, the kind of drama that 
fills the columns of the newspaper every 
day. Where else should we find things 
more worth talking about than in our 
evangelical-minded churches? 

I am the editor of a good-sized weekly

newspaper in a Midwestern city. I’m also 
a Christian. That perhaps explains my 
desire to see Christian churches get the 
breaks they deserve in the public press. 
But I also think they should earn those 
breaks and not rely on the charitable 
spirit of an editor or newspaper publisher 
who is apt to give them space in his paper 
just to soothe his conscience. 

What am I getting at? Just this. A 
good many of our churches aren’t aware 
of the possibilities for contacts with the 
unsaved world through the newspapers in 
their own towns and cities. 

Sometimes I get the feeling that I’d like 
to print everything a pastor or Christian 
worker brings me—anything to get across 
to the public the work of the church. But 
on reflection I realize that to become a 
funnel for all propagandizing efforts in 
the name of religion I would soon be out 
of a job and on my way out of the pro- 
fession. It all boils down to this: What- 
ever gets to the public through the col- 
umns of any newspaper has got to be 
worthy of the space it occupies. 

Perhaps a few suggestions for helping 
a church or Christian institution in its 
newspaper promotion would come in 
handy for those concerned. 

Take a look at the headlines of a few 
stories on churches and church activities 
which our paper has recently carried. 


“Ex-Rum Runner, Now Evangelist, to 
Speak Here,” “County’s Oldest Church 
Marks 90th Anniversary of Its Founding 
—Remember Sabbath Day’ Halted Pio- 
neers for Bible Reading and Led to 
Crurch Construction,” “Ministers Meet to 
Discuss Youth for Christ Program,” “Out- 
standing Men of Denomination to Ad- 
dress Lutheran Circuit Group,” “Subur- 
ban Choirs Observe Yuletide Tradition in 
Presenting Candlelight Service.” 

All these stories, and many more like 
them, concerned some church. Most of 
the stories got into the paper—and across 
to our readers—because somebody took it 
on himself to get them into the paper. 
Now, how do you fit in? 


= 
I IRST OF ALL, get acquainted 
with your newspaper editor. If yours is a 
town like ours, that’s not hard to do. An 
editor is like a politician—his work de- 
pends largely on the people he knows, and 
the more of them the better. If your 
home-town paper is a big one with a 
maze of a staff, get acquainted with a re- 
porter or the person who handles the 
church, community or feature news. Be- 
ing able to call your story to the atten- 
tion of someone you know usually goes a 
lot farther than merely laying it on the

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Possessing the Land 


It is one thing to become a Christian — another 
to make full use of the riches of God in Christ 


OSHUA IS ONE Of six persons referred 

to in our Bibles as “old and stricken 

in years.” The others are Abraham 

and Sarah, David, and Zacharias and 
Elisabeth, the parents of John the Bap- 
tist. 

With the exception of David, all of 
these were at the point of realizing their 
dearest hopes when this was said of 
them. Life’s greatest achievements were 
just ahead. As for Joshua, he was told, 
“There remaineth yet very much land to 
be possessed.” He had won many battles 
and had conquered many nations. But his 
work was far from done. He had been 
commissioned not only to conquer, but 
also to divide the land for an inheritance. 
After that it was up to the Israelites to 
actually possess it. 

The frequent repetition in chapter 13 
of the little word “all” is intended, no 
doubt, to impress us with the fact that 
nothing short of complete possession of 
the land was in the mind of the Lord 
for His people. The expressions, “all the

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borders of the Philistines” (v. 2), and 
“all the land of the Canaanites” (v. 4), 
confirm this. “This is the land that yet 
remaineth.” 

It is interesting to note that it begins 
with the border of the Philistines, those 
implacable enemies of God’s ancient peo- 
ple. From Genesis 10:13,14 it appears 
that they were Egyptians in origin. They 
evidently came into this land by a short- 
cut known as “the way of the Philis- 
tines.” Thus, as another has said, they 
represent “natural men come into spir- 
itual blessings, not by the power of God, 
but in a natural way.” In due time they 
gave their name to the whole land, and 
that is why we still call it Palestine. 

But the Scripture here also speaks 
about “all the land of the Canaanites.” 
According to a good authority, a Canaan- 
ite is a “merchant” or a “trafficker.” It 
so happens that the word “merchant” 
found in Hosea 12:7 is “Canaan” in the 
original. “He is a merchant [Canaan], 
the balances of deceit are in his hand: 
he loveth to oppress.”. And that very 
verse may give us the key to the spir-

itual lesson to be learned here. 

If the Philistines represent those who 
come into spiritual blessings in a natural 
way, in the Canaanites we get an illus- 
tration of those who traffic in the things 
of God without ever having experienced 
them. All such must be overcome and 
dispossessed if the Lord’s people are to 
possess their possessions. But this is not 
always easy. “All the inhabitants of the 
hill country,” that is, those who occupy 
high places, will be there to contest every 
advance they endeavor to make. 

However, it is in this very connection 
that the Lord said again, “Them will I 
drive out from before the children of 
Israel” (Josh. 13:6). Note that He did not 
say that He would drive them out for the 
children of Israel, but “from before” 
them. In the nature of things, that could 
not be done unless they moved forward. 
Thus, and thus only, could they imple- 
ment the division of the land. 

Nevertheless, the division of the land 
was to be by lot (v. 6). But since the 
whole disposing of that was of the Lord 
(Prov. 16:33), we can see how each one’s 
portion was divinely determined. In 
Acts 1:24-26 we note that the casting of 
lots was preceded by prayer. And we like 
to believe that that was customary. To 
them it was no mere game of chance, 
but a divinely appointed method of pro- 
cedure, and the findings were final. 

Whether or not this method was used 
in assigning the territory east of the 
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Jordan to the tribes of Reuben and Gad 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, we are 
not told here, but see Joshua 17:1. Here 
we are simply told that they “received 
their inheritance, which Moses gave 
them, beyond Jordan eastward” (v. 8). 
This is given considerable notice in the 
verses which follow, both as an inspira- 
tion and also as a warning. Those who 
had not yet taken possession might well 
be inspired by the fact that these were 
already enjoying, in a measure, their in- 
heritance. Through His servant Moses 
the Lord had made good His word to 
them. 

On the other hand, there is also a 
warning here. We read that “the chil- 
dren of Israel expelled not the Geshu- 
rites, nor the Maachathites: but the 
Geshurites and the Maachathites dwell 
among the Israelites until this day” 
(v. 13). This incomplete possession, this 
failure to possess all, was certainly their 
own fault. Had they gone forward against 
their foes, the Lord would have driven 
them out from before them, as He said. 
Many an enemy is thus allowed to dwell 
among the people of God because they 
do not have the faith and the courage to 
take God at His word, and to move for- 
ward. 

But though the Spirit of God is care- 
ful to tell us of the failures of God’s peo- 
ple, He is also careful to tell us of their 
successes. “All the cities of the plain, 
and all the kingdom of Sihon . . . Moses 
smote with the princes of Midian... 
which were dukes of Sihon, dwelling in 
the country” (v. 21). 

There is one enemy who comes in for 
special notice. That is Balaam, the son 
of Beor, the soothsayer. He is such an 
important individual that he is men- 
tioned three times in the New Testa- 
ment. In II Peter 2:15 we read of “the 
way of Balaam”; in Jude 11, of “the er- 
ror of Balaam”; and in Revelation 2:14, 
of “the doctrine of Balaam.” 

He was a man who loved the reward of 
unrighteousness, and he taught Balak 
to cast a snare before the sons of Israel, 
to eat of idol sacrifices, and to commit 
fornication. One is not surprised, there- 
fore, to read that the children of Israel 
slew him with the sword. Some of his 
utterances, as recorded.for us in Num- 
bers 23 and 24, are among the most 
sublime in Scripture. But that only goes 
to show how intimate one may be with 
divine things and yet be an apostate, 
willing to curse the people of God for 
material gain. What a warning there is 
here for any who may be tempted to 
“run greedily” after his error. 


No Land for the Levites 


In beautiful contrast to all of this, we 
see the tribe of Levi to whom Moses 
(himself of that tribe) “gave none in- 
heritance; the sacrifices of the Lord God 
of Israel made by fire are their inheri- 
tance, as he said unto them” (v. 14). It 
goes without saying that this was not be- 
cause there was no more land for them. 
We have already seen that there re- 
mained yet very much land to be pos- 
sessed. However, they did receive cities 
to dwell in (Josh. 14:4), and thus they 
were distributed throughout the tribes. 
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But there was no particular province 
which they could call their own. Their 
inheritance was infinitely better than 
anything else that might have been given 
them. If we take into account the spir- 
itual significance of the offerings made 
by fire (cf. Lev. 1-7), we shall see how 
rich they really were. Every aspect 
of the work of Christ was represented in 
those offerings. Thus they could know 
Him not only as the sin offering and 
trespass offering, but also as the peace 
offering, which speaks of communion 
with God (priceless privilege!), and as 
the burnt offering, in which we get a 
most sublime picture of our Lord’s won- 
derful work on the cross. Truly theirs 
was an inheritance which excelled all 
others. 

Then from the last verse of chapter 13 
we learn that the Lord God of Israel 
Himself was to be their inheritance. It 
is a blessed thing to know something 
about the work of Christ, but it is even 
more blessed to know Him (cf. Phil. 
3:10). If our knowledge of the work of 
Christ does not lead us to a deeper ap- 
preciation of Christ Himself, then there 
is a sad lack somewhere. The person and 
work of Christ are among the greatest 
themes in the Bible. Naturally, we ap- 
preciate the work of Christ because it is 
by that that we are saved. But how much 
we miss, and how it must grieve Him, if 
we are content to know only what He did 
for us and fail to grow in grace and in 
the knowledge of Christ Himself. 

To give completeness to the theme now 
before us, let us anticipate a little and 
consider Joshua 18:7. There we get an- 
other reference to the inheritance of the 
Levites. “The priesthood of the Lord is 
their inheritance.” Now, the application 
of this to ourselves may not seem quite 
so simple as was the case with the other 
phases of their inheritance. It is not 
difficult to see how the various sacrifices 


typify different aspects of the work of~ 


our blessed Lord, all of which we may ap- 
propriate by faith. Then, too, we can 
see how He Himself is given to us as 
the One who satisfies our hearts’ deep- 
est longings. But the priesthood! Who

but “the clergy” could claim that? 

When we turn to I Peter 2, however, 
we discover that those who are likened 
to newborn babes are also said to be 
both a holy and a royal priesthood; a 
holy priesthood to offer up spiritual sacri- 
fices which are acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ, and a royal priesthood 
whose business it is to show forth the 
virtues of Him who called them out 
of darkness into His marvelous light. 
Thus we see how Levi's inheritance is 
a perfect type of our own. 

The abiding character of these things 
is indicated .in Ezekiel 44:28-30, from 
which we learn that the offerings to be 
presented in the millennial day are still 
to be the inheritance of the priests. 
Speaking of the sin offering ih particular, 
the Lord says, “It shall be unto them 
for an inheritance.” And then immedi- 
ately He adds, “I am their inheritance: 
and ye shall give them no possession in 
Israel: I am their possession.” 

One is tempted to dwell a little on the 
fine distinction between the “inheri- 
tance” and the “possession,” but suffice 
it to say that the latter word seems to 
carry with it the idea of a permanent 
possession. According to Young it means, 
“what is held fast.” So He who never 
changes becomes the eternal portion of 
His people. More than that one could 
not desire. More than that we do not 
need. Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ who has so 
richly blessed us. 


God’s Reward for Faithfulness 


Now the next thing to claim our at- 
tention is the order in which the tribes 
inherited. The first to get possession 
of its inheritance in the land was the 
royal tribe of Judah, the tribe whose 
fair name had been brought into disre- 
pute by Achan, the troubler of Israel. Be- 
cause of that it is most delightful to find 
in this chapter the name of Caleb, who 
brought honor to this tribe. Whereas 
Achan had his heart set on worldly 
things, Caleb wholly followed the Lord.

Pacific Garden Mission is 71 years old this month, 


and girding for even greater battles against sin 


HICAGO’s South State Street is a sor- 

did place: cheap movie houses, pen- 

ny arcades, bug-ridden hotels, pawn 

shops, and grimy taverns; the habitat of 

men and women whose lives are pictured 

so graphically by these outward symbols;

city has its rescue missions placed stra- 
tegically at the gateways to hell, Chica- 
go’s South State Street has its Pacific 
Garden Mission which was established 
near the turn of the century, on the site 
formerly occupied by the notorious Pacific 
Beer Garden. This month “old P. G. Mis- 
sion,” as its friends often call it, will cele- 
brate seventy-one years of continuous 
ministry with a week of special meetings 
September 13-19. 

Today rescue missions are considered 


a@ normal and necessary adjunct to the 
work of the church. But in 1872 there 
was no such thing. A great gap separated 
respectable, church-going people and the 
outcasts who lived in the flop houses. 
Then Jerry McAuley opened his Water 
Street Mission in New York, and five 
years later Colonel and Mrs. George R. 
Clarke rented the building at 386 South 
Clark Street, in the midst of Chicago’s 
whiskey row, to start the first mission 
in the Northwest. Though it has twice 
moved from that location, its doors have 
never been shut. Into its daily meetings 
have come hundreds of thousands of men 
to hear the old, old story of Jesus and 
His love, and many hundreds of them 
have gone away “new creatures” in 
Christ. 

A rescue mission is a fascinating place. 
There you see the power of sin in all its 
awfulness. But you also see the trans- 
formation of lives more graphically than 
anywhere else. You meet the mission 
converts—men who staggered into the 
mission under the power of drink, but 
who look you straight in the eye and 
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Street meetings are Harry Saulnier's specialty. Here he talks with an inquirer after an open-air meeting on State Street. 


with a radiant smile tell you of the 
power of the gospel. 

Pacific Garden Mission has had its 
share of trophies, perhaps more famous 
ones than most. It was at P.G.M. that 
a young man in 1897, on his way to Lake 
Michigan to commit suicide, found the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That man, Mel Trot- 
ter, became the most indefatigable mis- 
sion worker in America, founding the 
famous Mel Trotter mission in Grand 
Rapids and helping to start dozens of 
others across the land. He was, as he put 
it, “everlastingly at it.” 

Harry Monroe was another. A profes- 
sional counterfeiter, he happened into 
the old mission. There he was brought 
under deep conviction and opened his 
heart to the Saviour. Twelve years later 
he succeeded Colonel Clarke as superin- 
tendent. 

It was while Monroe was holding a 
street meeting one day at State and Van 
Buren that a group of ball players strolled 
by. They stopped, out of curiosity, to 
listen. Then one of them turned to his 
buddies and said, “Boys, I’m saying 
good-by to the old life.” Thus started 


one of the most remarkable careers of. 


evangelism in recent years. For that 
young man was Billy Sunday, whose 
preaching of the gospel was heard by 
10,000,000 Americans before his death 
in 1936. 

Harry Monroe, Mel Trotter, and Billy 
Sunday—these are the “great triumvi- 
rate,” but they are by no means the only 
trophies of grace. There have been hun- 
dreds of others, men like John Troy, 
“Casey” Jones, “Happy Mac” MacDon- 
ald, Dick Lane, and Martin O’Connor, 
who not only have been saved but have 
borne a strong testimony for Jesus Christ. 

Today the mission is directed by Harry 
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Visiting preacher, Benjamin DeJong, comes down off the platform to address the men. 
After meeting the men go through what Saulnier laughingly calls "Royal Gorge" (below). 
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Saulnier, not a mission convert but a 
successful businessman who left Com- 
monwealth Edison in 1940 to take over 
the reins of the mission which he had 
already loved and served for many years 
as a director and tireless personal worker. 

Saulnier has left his stamp already on 
Mrs. Evelyn Waswo, one of hundreds of volunteer helpers, checks a visitor into the the old lighthouse. Business matters have 
Servicemen's Center, where workers like Charlie Hayes (below) point men to Christ. been tidied up, and two buildings adja- 
cent to the first mission building have 
been acquired. Today it is literally three 
missions in one, with a Christian Serv- 
icemen’s Center and the Women’s Divi- 
sion running in high gear. And visitors 
at the anniversary meetings will notice 
many improvements throughout’ the 
structures. A new platform, under a 
bank of neon lights, graces the mission 
hall; an automatic sprinkler system has 
been installed throughout, at great ex- 
pense, to minimize the risk of fire; dor- 
mitories have been renovated and fumi- 
gator rooms installed; and a new 35-foot 
sign will soon be mounted on the front 
of the building, dwarfing the other signs 
on State Street. Under the words, “Christ 
Died for Our Sins,” will be a fifteen-foot 
cross with the message, “Jesus Saves.” 
A special dedicatory meeting will be held 
on the street September 17. 

The anniversary week will be climaxed 
with a huge Sunday afternoon rally in 
nearby Stevens Hotel with Dr. H. A. 
Ironside, of Moody Memorial Church,

pastors, on Wednesday for the women’s 


auxiliary, and on Thursday for out- 
standing civic leaders. Hundreds of Chris- 
tian people will come from dozens of 
Chicago churches—converts of the mis- 
sion, or laymen whose church groups con- 
duct regular meetings at the mission— 
to recount its stirring history and to pray 
for its future opportunities which have 
grown rather than diminished through 
the years. 

One cause of this growth was the war. 
In November, 1942, the Christian Service- 
men’s Center was Officially opened, and 
since that time 400,000 G.I.’s have used 
its facilities. Its canteen, its dormitory, 
library, recreation room, chapel and 
lounge still lure many a soldier and sailor, 
and give opportunity for an earnest per- 
sonal worker to plant the seeds of the 
gospel. 

With the anticipated expansion of 
our armed forces this fall, opportuni- 
ties should be greatly increased. But even 
since the war years, when most service- 
men’s centefS have been shut down, the 
center has continued to care for hun- 
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dreds of men each month. At no time 
have there been fewer than 300 profes- 
sions of salvation in any month. During 
May and June more than 1,000 men indi- 
cated that they had decided for Jesus 
Christ. 

The Women’s Division, too, is a fruit- 
ful, and almost unique ministry. Directed 
by Mrs. Frances Sitterly, under a women’s 
board headed by Mrs. Leta Jacobson, 
women, and sometimes whole families— 
as many as 5,000 in one year—are assisted 
in times of their greatest need. A staff 
member attends morning court sessions, 
and those who are in need are often in- 
trusted to the mission. Reunited homes, 
reclaimed lives, and regenerated souls 
bear testimony to the value of such a 
ministry. 

Soul-winning, however, is still the mis- 
sion’s one great aim. All its activities are 
but parts of a Christ-centered hospitality 
seeking to bring men within hearing of 
the message of salvation, and to then help 
them get started in their new life as chil. 
dren of God. 

Pacific Garden Mission knows full well 
the importance of the hearty handshake, 
the arm around a man’s shoulder, the hot 
meal, the job, the clean clothes, a warm 
bed and shelter; but these—however im- 
portant—are not the real business of the 
mission. In the words of Harry Saulnier, 
the “old lighthouse” is still in the miracle 
business. 

“Because of the Lord Jesus Christ,” 
says Superintendent Saulnier, “Pacific 
Garden Mission is in the greatest business 
on earth—that of planting the seed of the 
gospel in the hearts of men and women, 
many of whom the world has long looked 
upon as hopeless and worthless. Yes, you 
might say that we are partners with God 
in the miracle business, for here on 
State Street, the Christ of the cross still 
touches the hearts of men and women, 
bringing new and different and better life 


to the drunkard, the thief, the weak, and | 


the hopeless.” 

On the street there still beats the end- 
less shuffle of marching feet. The army 
of the discouraged, the fallen, the hope- 
less continues its weary march with a 
loneliness which only the lost possibly 
can know. 

Yes, South State Street is a sordid 
place. And yet in its midst there is a 
haven, there is a light which continues 
to shine. Seven days a week, every day in 
the month, 365 days in the year, Pacific 
Garden Mission tells the story of the 
Christ who died that the hopeless and 
sin-damned might live.

to a hundred “borrowed lambs,” pouring 
out upon them all the love she might 
have given two or three of her own. They 
have proved more than adequate to fill 
the hunger of her heart. 

Not only are single women free to give 
their time to the Lord, but thejr money 
also may play a large part in proclaiming 
the gospel. Earned by themselves, with 
no dependents, many unmarried women 
have consecrated their purses to the Lord. 


Mary Is A CHRISTIAN SCHOOL 
TEACHER, and in recent months has dis- 
covered the joy of giving over control of 
her pocketbook to the Lord. She sends as 
much as one hundred dollars at a time to 
the foreign field. Her money is her own, 
to use as she pleases. 

A local Sunday school class of approxi- 
mately twenty young businesswomen, 
many of whom are unmarried, this past 
year sent sixteen hundred dollars to for- 
eign missions, a feat impossible to accom- 
plish had they had home obligations. 

Down through the years, since the time 
the psalmist cried, “The Lord gives the 
Word: great the host of women who pro- 
claim the good news” (John Nelson Dar- 
by), to the present day, a host of unmar- 
ried women have had a tremendous part 
to play in carrying the gospel. One mis- 
sion alone has 225 unmarried women on 
its African field, with fourteen stations 
“manned” entirely by “old maids’—car- 
rying the responsibilities, doing the work 
of men who have not responded or listen- 
ed to God’s call. . 

Spread across the world today are 
thousands of “unclaimed blessings,” 
charming, affectionate, intelligent women, 
flinging themselves wholeheartedly into 
the work of Christ, women with leader- 
ship ability, with stamina and courage, 
and above all, with singleness of purpose. 

If you are one who is in this particular 
category, take heart. You may be an old 
maid by God’s choice. Perhaps He has 
something more wonderful ahead for you 
than you have ever dreamed!

Possessing the Land 


[Continued from page 21] 

It is said by some that Caleb means 
“dog,” or “whelp.” If that be so, it is 
not difficult to trace a connection be- 
tween his name and his character. He 
was a man who was marked by keen de- 
votion to his Lord. For forty-five years 
he had cherished the hope of possessing 
the very ground on which he had walked 
when he went to spy out the land with 
Joshua and the other spies. Only Joshua 
and he remained of that group now, the 
others having forfeited the privilege 
of entering the land of promise be- 
cause of their unbelief and the evil re- 
port which they brought back. 

Caleb’s link with Joshua is very inter- 
esting. Together they remind us of oth- 
er prominent pairs of men who are men- 
tioned in the Bible, such as David and 
Jonathan, Paul and Silas, etc. Caleb 
evidently did not have the qualifica- 
tions for leadership with which his col- 
league Joshua was so rarely gifted, but 
he was a man of strong courage and un- 
flagging perseverance. 

Apparently Caleb had the privilege of 
choosing his own inheritance, though of 
course within the boundaries of Judah’s 
lot. His companion Joshua seems to have 
been the only other one to whom that 
privilege was granted (cf. Josh. 19:50). 

It may be in order here to inquire just 
why Caleb wanted Hebron for his in- 
heritance. We recall that it was Abram’s 
choice after he returned from his sojourn 
in Egypt, and after Lot had separated 
himself from him. It was at that time 
that the Lord invited Abram to walk 
through the land according to the length 
of it and the breadth of it. “Then Abram 
removed his tent, and came and dwelt in 
the plain of Mamre, which is in Hebron, 
and built there an altar unto the Lord” 
(Gen. 13:18). Neither Egypt with all of 
its opportunities for getting rich, nor yet 
the well-watered plain of Jordan at- 
tracted the patriarch then. Hebron was 
his choice. And it was Caleb’s choice 
also. 

It was from Hebron that Joseph start- 
ed out to see how his brethren fared 
(Gen. 37:14), and to which he did not 
return until he came to bury his father 
Jacob there (Gen. 50:12-14). Abraham 
and Sarah, as well as Isaac and Rebecca, 
were buried there. And there Jacob 
buried Leah. It was truly a place of 
tombs. But it was also a place of hal- 
lowed memories. 

Moreover, it was a city of refuge, a dis- 
tinction which even Jerusalem never had. 
And it was destined to be the capital 
city of King David for the first seven 
years of his reign. Such then was the 
spot which Caleb desired to possess. 


Vigor in Old Age 

But at that time the Anakim were in 
possession. And the city bore the name 
of Kirjath-arba, or the city of Arba, 
the father of Anak, whose three sons 
Caleb dispossessed (Josh. 15:13,14). 
Caleb was not looking for soft spots 
even though he was eighty-five years 
old. Forty-five years of desert life had 
not weakened him in the least. He was

no worn-out wreck. The Lord had sus- 
tained him with resources that were 
supernatural. And that made him “un- 
usual.” The very thought of possessing 
Hebron must have made the toils of the 
road seem as nothing. And the joy of 
the Lord was his strength. That was 
the secret of his perseverance. In this 
he stands out in bright contrast to Solo- 
mon, who did evil in the sight of the 
Lord and did not wholly follow Him 
(I Kings 11:6). 

Caleb believed the word of God. Said 
he to Joshua, “Thou knowest the thing 
that the Lord said unto Moses the man 
of God concerning me and thee in 
Kadesh-barnea” (Josh. 14:6). He also 
reminded Joshua that he had brought 
back an honest report of the land (v. 7) 
as it was in his heart. Yes, and we may 
be sure that his heart was in it. When 
others, by their evil report, made the 
heart of the people to melt with fear, 
he wholly followed the Lord his God 
(v. 8).

But he claimed no glory for himself. 
It was the Lord who had kept him alive 
all those years, and it was because of 
His blessing and care that he was as 
strong at eighty-five as he had been 
at forty. The proof of this lies in the 
nature of the request he made. “Now 
therefore give me this mountain, where- 
of the Lord spake in that day; for 
thou heardest in that day how the 
Anakims were there, and that the cities 
were great and fenced: if so be the 
Lord will be with me, then I shall be 
able to drive them out, as the Lord said” 
(v. 12). 

No wonder Joshua blessed him and 
gave him his heart’s desire. “Hebron 
therefore became the inheritance of 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Ken- 
ezite unto this day, because he wholly 
followed the Lord God of Israel” (v. 14). 
It was no longer the city of Arba, a 
great man among the Anakim. From 
now on it was to be known as Hebron. 
“And the land had rest from war” (v. 15). 


Enemies on the Border 
Having dealt at some length with the 
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inheritance of Caleb, the Spirit of God 
now takes up the inheritance of the 
tribe of Judah as a whole, both as to 
its borders and its topography. The 
names of its borders indicate how in- 
hospitable, and even hostile, Judah’s 
neighbors were. 


To begin with there was “the border 
of Edom” (Josh. 15:1). How Edom hated 
the children of Israel we may learn from 
the books of Numbers and Deuteronomy, 
and later from the little book of 
Obadiah. There would be nothing friend- 
ly about “the border of Edom.” Then 
there was “the shore of the salt sea” 
(v. 2), which we call the Dead Sea. There 
could be nothing attractive about that. 


And so we come to “the river of Egypt” 
(v. 4) beyond which lay the “house of 
bondage” from which Israel had been 
delivered by power divine. We may be 
sure they had no friends there. 

The eastern border takes us back again 
to the salt sea, “even unto the end of 
Jordan,” or “the uttermost part of Jor- 
dan” as it is rendered at the close of 
verse 5. These expressions are identical 
in the original. Knowing what “Jordan” 
usually suggests to us, what a word is 
this! Yes, death shall have an end. 
“The last enemy that shall be destroyed 
is death” (I Cor. 15:26). It is to be swal- 
lowed up in victory. But this, of course, 
has no reference to the “second death.” 


We notice that the Scripture says 
Judah’s borders not only went out, they 
also went up. We read that the south 
border “ascended” (v. 3), and of the 
other borders that they “went up” (vv. 
6-8). The limits of their inheritance 
never let them down, as we sometimes 
say. Earthly things may weigh us down, 
but our heavenly blessings always lift 
us up. However circumscribed our lot 
here may be, the way to the throne of 
grace is always open. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that in the millennial temple there 
will be “an enlarging, and a winding 
about still wpward to the side chambers: 
for the winding about of the house went 
still upward round about the house: 
therefore the breadth of the house was 
still upward, and so increased from the 
lowest chamber to the highest by the 
midst” (Ezek. 41:7). 


“Higher and higher yet! 
Pleading that same life blood; 
We taste the love that knows no let, 
Of Abba, as of God.” 


The places named in the next few 
verses are quite different from those 
already considered. Having passed “the 
uttermost part of Jordan” we come to 
a place called “the stone of Bohan the 
son of Reuben” (Josh. 15:6). Probably 
this stone was a memorial of some 
sort, for stones have served in that way 
the world around (cf. Gen. 28:18 and 
I Sam. 7:12). But we are not told what 
this particular stone may have commem- 
orated. It is mentioned again in Joshua 
18:17 and appears to have been an im- 
portant landmark. Whether it was to 
serve aS a warning or as an inspira- 
tion, we do not know. But one thing 
is certain, it marked a turning point.

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Ow CAN WE encourage our people 
to read more of the right kind of 
literature? That is the request I 
recently received from a fellow 
pastor. I believe I have found a way in 
which church people can be helped. 


Three years ago we started a Book 
Club, with about fifty members. Most 
of them are from our church, but a few 
are Methodists, Baptists, Lutherans, and 
Episcopalians. Our object is to acquaint 
members with the Christian literature 
which is available. Those who join, pur- 
chase the monthly selection and read it 
before our regular meeting, usually held 
the last Thursday evening of each month. 
We average twenty-five in attendance, 
and the leader guides a discussion and 
survey of the book from eight until nine- 
thirty o’clock. 

This has proved to be one of the rich- 
est hours of fellowship in our church life. 
Sometimes the author of the book is 
brought to the meeting, where he is ques- 
tioned informally and takes part in the 
discussion. On these occasions -we have 
had as many as 100 or 150 in attendance 
and have met in the church school room. 
The mental stimulus is exhilarating; the 
fellowship is enriching; and the prepara- 
tion for Christian service is deepened.

The letters we get back 
show surprise but great delight at the 
arrival of a good book. 
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The Education of the African People 


One point of view on a much-discussed 


problem from a veteran missionary 


By JOHN ALEXANDER CLARKE 


E problem of the education of the 
African, and the missionary responsi- 
bility thereto, has again been given 
prominence in an appeal to fully qualified 
teachers in the homeland to volunteer for 
service in the Belgian Congo. They are 
urged to embrace the educational oppor- 
tunity and accept the challenge made by 
the Congo government in 1946 when the 
Colonial Minister promised to put Prot- 
estant missions on the same footing as 
the Rouuian Catholic. This meant that the 
government would give them equal sub- 
sidies for educational work. 

Having considered very carefully cer- 
tain reports and appeals to school teach- 
ers to offer themselves as candidates 
for missionary service here in the Congo, 
we are led to the conclusion that there is 
a grave misunderstanding as to what has 
been done in the past toward educating 
the African. These reports seem to con- 
vey the impression that there is now a 
special challenge or opportunity such as 
has never before existed. We feel it would 


be in many ways unfair to the Lord’s peo- 
ple in the homelands, as well as to the 
missionaries who have labored in the 
Belgian Congo during the past sixty- 
three years, not to endeavor to make the 
position perfectly plain. 

The fact is that the Congo govern- 
ment has never at any time openly tried 
to prevent educational work by Prot- 
estant missions, the greater proportion of 
which are foreign. What is new is merely 
this: In 1946 the Belgian government 
(under a Liberal Minister of Colonies, 
now out of office and replaced by a Cath- 
olic) promised legislation by which it 
agreed to subsidize Protestant work as 
well as Catholic, provided a series of fair- 
ly stringent conditions be complied with. 
This promise of subsidies certainly did 
give the educational enthusiasts among 
missions, including our own, an incentive 
to renewed demands from the govern- 
ment and appeals to Christians in other 
lands to take advantage thereof. But 
even this promised legislation has not yet

been implemented by any action or, so 
far as we know, by any preparation for 
action. 

Protestant educational work has al- 
ways been permitted, and elementary 
work has existed in connection with every 
mission station and every individual mis- 
sionary, so far as we know, beginning 
with F. S. Arnot and C. A. Swan and 
continuing to the present day. There has 
probably never been any missionary who 
did not believe in the fundamental right 
of every human being to be taught to 
read and write in his own tongue, and 
to be provided with the Word of God 
in that tongue. Nor have we heard of any 
who did not seek to have some part in 
this form of service. 

Hundreds of village schools, depend- 
ing on our stations, are engaged in this 
work of elementary instruction—includ- 
ing reading, writing, singing and simple 
arithmetic, in addition to extensive Bible 
instruction—as they have been for thirty, 
forty or fifty years, according to the age 
of the center. Very many of those 
who are now in our assemblies first heard 
the gospel message in a school of this 
type. 

Such work ought, of course, to con- 
tinue; and it is not probable that it will 
be menaced, no matter what system the 
state may introduce, for the simple rea- 
son that it is beneath the line of vision of 
state schemes. It does not call for a large 
outlay of money, or a highly trained Eu- 
ropean staff, though trained teachers are 
naturally the class most likely to be 
suited for supervising it effectively. 

What does this special appeal imply? 
Is it suggested that university men are 
specially needed to educate Africans to a 
higher standard than that to which they 
have usually been brought in our mis- 
sions? One must deplore this vigorous 
pushing of higher education of a Euro- 
pean academic type. A writer to the 
East African press (Kenya) recently 
pointed out that education in Europe fits 
people for life there, and that the very 
same education is being widely applied 
(mostly by missions) to the Africans, 
with the all-too-frequent result of un- 
fitting them for life here!

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News Report 


Palestine. To the general sorrow 
caused by the open warfare in Palestine 
is added grief for a Christian missionary 
reported shot and killed by Arabs late in 
April. Hilda Anderson, the missionary, 
had ignored an Arab warning not to 
enter Jewish territory, and was killed as 
she returned from a church service to 
her home on the Mount of Olives. Her 
missionary service in the land had 
covered twenty years since she first ar- 
rived from her native Sweden. She had 
refused to seek safety in leaving the 
country, saying, “I don’t feel it is 
right for me to run away from these peo- 
ple. It is like failing them in the time 
when they need me most.” 


Radio Missionaries. Among 114 mis- 
sionaries from fifteen Protestant denomi- 
nations scheduled to leave for foreign 
countries during the latter half of this 
year are three radio technicians. All three 
are under appointment by the Presby- 
terian Board (U.S.A.). Mr. and Mrs. 
Nathaniel Bercovitz will do mission 
broadcasting in Korea, and Dorothy Jane 
Rensch will be stationed in Siam. 

Although these are apparently the first 
of such specialists to be appointed by a 
major denominational board, they have 
been preceded in this ministry by a num- 
ber of others in the independent “faith” 
missions. HCJB, in Ecuador, has a con- 
siderable staff to maintain its extensive 
radio ministry; TIFC, in Costa Rica, and 
KZAS, the new station of the Far East 
Broadcasting Company, in Manila, both 
have mission personnel sent to the field 
exclusively for radio work. KZAS went 
on the air on the long wave band June 4 
of this year and is expecting to begin 
operations on its short-wave frequencies 
in a short time. 


Belgian Congo. Again an aviation ca- 
tastrophe has brought sorrow and loss 
to Christian missions in the Congo. A 
transport plane headed for Europe 
crashed ‘into the jungle at Libenge, some 
six hundred miles from Leopoldville, kill- 
ing all but one of the thirty-two per- 
sons aboard. Among the victims were two 
outstanding native pastors of the Congo 
Protestant church. They had been -the 
two selected to represent the church at 
the government’s celebration in Brussels 
of the seventieth anniversary of mission- 
ary work.

Three weeks 
before, his wife and year-old daughter 
planned to return to England for their 
three-year-old son. A week later the baby 
was stricken with pneumonia and in two 
days was dead.

It is even of 
comfort to me to think that my wife, in- 
stead of going to get our little son, went 
home to be with our little daughter.’ ” 


Nigeria. Word has come of the home- 
going of another pioneer missionary in 
Africa. Dr. A. P. Stirrett, beloved veteran 
of the work of the Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion, is reported to have died at Jos, the 
mission headquarters, after a long and 
full life of service for Christ. Mr. Play- 
fair, general director of the mission, esti- 
mates that during a lifetime of inde- 
fatigable witness, Dr. Stirrett preached 
the gospel to about a million persons. 


Ethiopia. Haile Selassie’s search for 
teachers for his people has not been lim- 
ited to Europe and America. In India, 
twenty-eight teachers were recruited and 
were transported to Ethiopia in two spe- 
cial planes of the Ethiopian airlines. 


India. Visual aids are increasingly be- 
ing used in Indian missions, and steps 
have been taken to facilitate an even 
greater use of those which are available. 
Recently film libraries have been estab- 
lished at Fategarh, in North India, and 
at Punganoor, in South India. 


China. On June 13, the Chungking 
Theological Seminary planned to hold its 
second commencement, with a class of 
nine men and three women. Eight prov- 
inces of China and one foreign country, 
Siam, were represented in the class. Prac- 
tical Christian work, as well as formal 
study, has a part in the training of these 
students. One of the most fruitful works 
has been that in the Chungking Munici- 
pal Prison. 

“Of the 1,000 inmates of the prison,” 
writes Ralph Toliver, “39 received Chris- 
tian baptism there behind gray prison 
walls at Christmastime; another 203 fol- 
lowed on Easter Sunday. Several of the 
203 were members of the staff in charge, 
including Wang Yung, warden of that 
section of the prison. Now they have 
organized their own church, complete 
with deacons. Of the ten convict dea- 
cons, four are serving terms for opium 
smoking or selling, two for graft, and 
four for murder! As we left them—still 
singing choruses—Warden Wang _ re- 
marked with a glow on his face, ‘You 
know, after I saw their changed lives, I 
could not refuse to believe in the Lord 
myself.’ ” 


Japan, Great interest has been aroused 
by the statement of the Sudan Interior 
Mission that it intends to open a work in 
Japan this fall because of the great need 
and opportunities offered and the inade- 
quacy of the existing forces. They will 
work in co-operation with other funda- 
mental evangelical missions already 
there. The mission already has more than 
660 missionaries in its African fields, and 
proposes to continue its advance in that 
area while accepting additional responsi- 
bilities in the new field.

CONCERNING CROWNS 


HE one English word “crown” is used 

to translate two Greek words which 
speak of two kinds of crowns used for 
two different purposes. The Bible student 
should understand their difference and 
significance as they were related to the 
local customs of the first century. 

One of the words is crégavos (stepha- 
nos). This crown was woven of oak 
leaves, ivy, parsley, myrtle, olive, violets, 
or roses. It was given to the winner in 
the Greek athletic games, the runner who 
first crossed the goal, the athlete who 
hurled the discus farthest, and the 
wrestler who pinned his opponent to the 
mat. This crown was also given to the 
servant of the state for distinguished 
service. It was worn at marriage feasts. 

The Greek inscriptions illustrate its 
use. The emperor Claudius acknowl- 
edged the golden stephanos given to 
him by the Worshipful Gymnastic Club of 
Nomads when he conquered the Britons. 
The verb form of this word is found in 
a manuscript of 257 B.C. in which a cer- 
tain Hierokles writes to Zenon regarding 
a boy who is Zenon’s nominee in the ath- 
letic games, “I hope that you will be 
crowned [i.e., be victorious] through 
him.” The distinctive character of the 
stephanos is that it is a crown given to 
one who is a victor or who excels. 

The other word is é:adnua (diadéma). 
This Greek word is derived from a verb 
meaning “to bind around.” It referred to 
a blue band of ribbon marked with white 
which the Persian kings used to bind on 
a turban or tiara. It was the kingly or- 
nament for the head, and signified roy- 
alty. In the light of this one can under- 
stand the many crowns on the head of 
our Lord as He comes to conquer Anti- 
christ’s kingdom, each crown being in- 
dicative of one of the national units -of 
Antichrist’s world empire, over which the 
Lord Jesus will reign (Rev. 19:12). 

The stephanos, therefore, is the victor’s 
crown; the diadéma, a royal crown. With 
these distinctions in mind, it will be in- 
teresting and helpful to study the pas- 
sages in which the two words are found. 

Stephanos occurs in Matthew 27:29; 
Mark 15:17; John 19:2,5; I Corinthians 
9:25; Philippians 4:1; I Thessalonians 
2:19; II Timothy 4:8; James 1:12; I Peter 
5:4; Revelation 2:10; 3:11; 4:4,10; 6:2; 
9:7; 12:1; 14:14. Look for the character 
of the victor in the person wearing the 
crown and the idea of victory in the con- 
text. For instance, stephanos is used to 
designate the crown of thorns our Lord 
wore, for the reason that it was a woven 
crown, and, while the soldiers in mock- 
ery meant it for a royal crown, the 
stephanos became, in the hour of seem- 
ing defeat, the victor’s crown, for in the 
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cross our Lord was victor over death and 
the curse. 

Diadéma is found in Revelation 12:3; 
13:1; 19:12. In each case it is a royal 
crown.

KISS THE SON 

(1) What is the meaning in Psalm 
2:12 of the words, ‘‘Kiss the Son, lest 
he be angry’’? (2) Who is referred to in 
John 16:2 in the words, ‘*Whosoever 
killeth you will think that he doeth 
God _ service’’?— Mrs. N.G., Ft. Wayne, 
Ind. 


(1) The expression, “Kiss the Son, lest 
he be angry,” is an enjoinder to the per- 
sons mentioned in verse 10 particularly, 
to submit to Him. It was a token in an- 
cient times of subjection. Some ancient 
versions, however, differently render this 
expression. The word translated “Son” 
is an Aramaic word and is unusual here, 
especially since the Hebrew word for Son 
has already been used in verse 7. It is 
thought therefore by many that the word 
in verse 12 means rather “pure” or “sin- 
cere.” It could bear that meaning. Thus 
the whole expression could mean, “render 
sincere homage,” or more literally, “kiss 
sincerely.” In any case, whether the word 
is Son or not the expression refers to the 
act of submission and homage, and the 
One to whom it is rendered is the Son, 
the only begotten, the divine Son, the 
Messiah, of verse 7. 

(2) John 16:2 refers to the Jews of that 
time particularly. The word “synagogue” 
in the verse makes this clear. Their lead- 
ers charged the Lord Jesus with being a 
blasphemer because He claimed to be 
equal with God. The penalty for such 
blasphemy was death (John 10:33). They 
would also, therefore, seek to put to 
death His followers who acknowledged 
His claim to be the Son of God. In so 
doing many would sincerely think they 
were rendering God service. This was 
particularly true of the apostle Paul be- 
fore he became a believer (Acts 22:3-5; 
26:9-11; Phil. 3:6). However, the whole 
applies to that day in their own land and 
domain.

Is there any special significance in 
the number forty which appears so 
frequently in the Bible? — Mrs. A.E.C., 
Kansas City, Mo. 

Certain numbers do have symbolism in 
the Bible, the number forty among them. 
This is particularly true of this number 
as a multiple of four and ten, each of 
which has its own symbolism. 

Four stands for universality in connec- 
tion with the earth; thus the four “cor- 
ners” of the earth, the four kingdoms of 
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Daniel, the four winds, etc. It also sug- 
gests testing. The number ten is thought 
to stand for fullness or completion (or, as 
some think, “indefinite magnitude”)— 
ten plagues, ten commandments, a thou- 
sand years (as 10 x 10 x 10) of the Mil- 
lennium. 

Forty, as the product of four and ten, 
is therefore symbolic of fullness of human 
experience and testing, and often of 
failure. The children of Israel were forty 
years in the wilderness, an experience of 
failure. Saul, David and Solomon each 
reigned forty years, in each case a period 
of experiment and testing. The Lord 
Jesus experienced a fullness of test- 
ing through forty days, successfully, of 
course. From Calvary to the destruction 
of Jerusalem was also roughly a period 
of forty years, and certainly for that 
dispensation a final period of full testing 
of the nation and of opportunity as a na- 
tion for receiving Christ as Messiah. 


+ + + 
SONSHIP AND ADOPTION 

What is the meaning of the term 
“adoption” in our relationship to God? 
I cannot think of a Christian as being 
an adopted “son” in the ordinary 
sense, since we are born again and are 
part of His “‘body.”’ Is not the term 
adoption in some sense in opposition 
to the fact that we are real children of 
the Father ?—G.C.B., Troutville, Va. 


The term “adoption” is patterned par- 
ticularly after the analogy of Roman cus- 
tom and law. It is a legal term and is 
one aspect of the act by which we become 
children of God. It is true that we are 
born of God, but it is also true that at 
one time, in a sense, we were not the chil- 
dren of God and have been transferred 
from one family into another. It is this 
we call adoption. 

In Romans 8 and Galatians 4:4, 5, the 
adoption into sonship is opposed to the 
state or spirit of bondage, from which we 
are redeemed, as by purchase into the 
relationship of “sons” with God. In hu- 
man relationships, the legal aspect in 
such transactions is present and necessary, 
but there is no need to press the legal de- 
tail in the analogy in our relationship with 
God. There is always the danger of 
pressing an analogy too far in its details. 
In the Scripture, it appears to be the 
term by which man recognizes and af- 
firms sonship toward God. 

The term “sonship” or “regeneration” is 
a relationship of nature. The term “adop- 


tion” refers to our union with God as a 
relationship of position and privilege. ne- 
generation is the act of a sovereign al- 
though merciful God, as justification is 
the act of a righteous yet merciful God. 
Adoption may be said to be the act of a 
generous father bestowing favor and 
privilege. 

The two aspects of our relationship to 
God, “adoption” and “sonship,” are com- 
plementary, the one emphasizing nature 
and condition, the other position and 
privilege. These terms used to describe 
God’s dealings and relationships are the 
best that the limitations of human lan- 
guage and concept afford.

THE PARABLE OF THE MARRIAGE 
FEAST 


In the parable of the marriage feast 
(Matt. 22:1-14), who are those who are 
first bidden; who are those who were 
later bidden; who is the one without 
the wedding garment; and what is the 
outer darkness?—Mrs. R. E. M., Interna- 
tional Falls, Minn. 


The people first bidden is, of course, the 
nation Israel, who constantly rejected 
God’s messenger (Matt. 23:29-39; Luke 
11:47-51). They had climaxed their ill- 
treatment and rejection of God’s servants 
and prophets with their rejection and 
putting to death of God’s Son (Matt. 
21:37-39). This was the inevitable result 
of disobedience and turning away from 
God from the very beginning, except for 
a small remnant (Isa. 1:9). It refers par- 
ticularly, however, to their leaders. Judg- 
ment soon followed in Jerusalem’s de- 
struction and Israel’s dispersion, as Mat- 
thew appropriately records (22:7). 

Those referred to as in “the highways,” 
and “as many as they found,” and in 
Luke as “the poor, and the maimed, and 
the halt, and the blind” (14:21), who 
were willing to accept the invitation, may 
represent the Church, made up of both 
Gentiles and Jews, as those who listened 
and responded to the message of the gos- 
pel. The divine purpose of grace toward 
mankind could not be thwarted by Isra- 
el’s rejection of it in the Son. 

The wedding garment most appropri- 
ately stands for the righteousness which 
Christ bestows upon us. This is clearly 
the meaning in the “Gospel” of Isaiah 
61:10: “I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my soul shall be joyful in my God; for 
he hath clothed me with the garments of 
salvation, he hath covered me with the 
robe of righteousness, as a bridegroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, and as 
a bride adorneth herself with her jewels” 
(61:10). How strikingly and beautifully 
this represents Christ’s righteousness im- 
puted to us and covering our sin. This is 
the wedding garment without which no 
man can stand in the presence of God, 
for obviously God the Father is repre- 
sented by the king and Christ by the son, 

The “outer darkness” is the opposite of 
the light and warmth, and the joy and 
music of the bridal chamber and the 
presence of the king. It is not difficult to 
draw the analogy here between those 
present on the one hand and God and 
Christ and believers on the other hand 
(although, again, it is not necessary to 
press every detail of any analogy). There 
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will be a marriage supper of the Lamb 
also (Rev. 19:7-9), and only those can be 
there who have on the wedding garment, 
the fine, white linen, which is the right- 
eousness of the saints. There will be 
light and joy there, but without, despair 
and darkness. 
++ + 
SAUL—PAUL 
What significance is there in the 


change of name from Saul to Paul, as 
stated in Acts 13:9?—H. S., Chicago, Ill. 


The words “Saul (who also is called 
Paul)” do not necessarily mean that Saul 
was first called Paul at this time, al- 
though the name occurs here for the first 
time. As a Roman citizen as well as a 
Jew he no doubt had both these names 
long before this. It was a common prac- 
tice. 

Some connect the use of this name here 
for the first time with the conversion of 
such a noteworthy person as the deputy 
or pro-consul of the country, Sergius 
Paulus (v. 7), and that it might indicate 
a link of brotherhood between them. But 
perhaps the most likely view is the con- 
nection with the missionary journeys of 
Paul as the beginning of his life work 
as the Apostle to the Gentiles. From 
here on also Paul assumes the leadership 
of the work, being mentioned before 
Barnabas. In verse 13, it is Paul and his 
company. As a Jew, among Jews the 
name Saul (of which he had no doubt 
been proud at one time—Phil. 3:5) would 
naturally persist (Acts 22:7; 26:14), but 
as the Apostle to the Gentiles (Acts 9:15; 
22:21), the change of name is convenient 
and appropriate.

THE UNIVERSALIST CHURCH 

What are the teachings of the Uni- 
versalist Church? —I.H.T., Leamington, 
Ont. 


The Universalist Church teaches that 
it is the purpose of God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ to save every member of the 
human race from sin. As a Church, it 
believes “that the Holy Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments contain a reve- 
lation of the character of God, and of 
the duty, interest, and final destination 
of mankind”; and that God “will finally 
restore the whole family of mankind to 
holiness and happiness.” 

A brief statement of its essential prin- 
ciples was adopted in its General Con- 
vention in Boston, October, 1899, as fol- 
lows: “The universal Fatherhood of God; 
the spiritual authority and leadership of 
His Son, Jesus Christ; the trustworthi- 
ness of the Bible as containing a revela- 
tion from God; the certainty of just retri- 
bution for sin; the final harmony of all 
souls with God.” Notice in both state- 
ments of revelation, the word “a” revela- 
tion, rather than “the” revelation. 

With regard to sin and punishment, 
Universalism believes that the sinner 
cannot escape punishment, but that the 
punishment is remedial rather than pe- 
nal, and is meant to bring every man to 
repentance and to reformation. 

Universalists are generally not Trini- 
tarians. Their view is “that Jesus (the 
Christ) had the same essential spiritual 
and human nature as other men; but 
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that He was chosen of God to sustain a 
certain unique relation, on the one hand 
toward God, and on the other toward 
men, by virtue of which He was a revela- 
tion of the divine will and character and 
a sample of the perfected or ‘full-grown 
man.’” Only thus is Christ the. God- 
man or divine Son of God in this view. 

However, Universalism is held by some 
outside the Universalist denomination, 
although such Universalists may be either 
Unitarians or Trinitarians in their con- 
ception of God. 

It is contrary to both the explicit and 
implicit teaching of the Scriptures that all 
men will eventually be saved, regardless 
of their acceptance of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour in this life. Salva- 
tion is only for those who repent and ac- 
cept Christ as their Saviour now in this 
life. All others are under the just con- 
demnation and judgment of God. Nor is 
there any second chance in a life to come. 





The Education of the African People

Very recently we had the honor of a 
visit from a government inspector of 
schools, who was then making a rapid 
survey of the province. He pointed out to 
us that the Congo government desires 
important stress to be placed on agricul- 
tural instruction; for example, on the 
enrichment and preservation of soil, pre- 
vention of erosion, and development of 
better methods of cultivating the staple 
foods. Those in authority are apparently 
far from being enchanted with much of 
the fruit of certain educational policies. 

The drift of pcpulation to the indus- 
trial centers is already alarming, the 
number of young men seeking town work 
being out of all proper proportion to the 
number remaining to cultivate the soil. 
Unfortunately, “book knowledge” and ag- 
ricultural labor have already been set in 
sharp antithesis by the African village 
peoples, so that once a “boy” has been to 
school for a few years it becomes infra 
dig for him to grow a field of staple 
maize or manioc even for his own con- 
sumption. 

Here is an instance just to hand. De- 
siring work with a firm, a “boy” wrote: 
“I want to work with you, but I do not 
want to dirty my hands, for I am an 
educated boy. I have passed the fourth 
standard!” If he cannot get a town job, 
he is likely to become that most miser- 
able of all beings, a half-educated mal- 
content. Should such a class become 
numerous, it is not difficult to foresee 
some deplorable possibilities for future 
years. Already the so-called évolués are 
demanding special coaches to be provided 
for them on the Katanga railways, and 
the railway company is conceding their 
request. It is not becoming for educated 
people to travel in the same railway 
coach as their uneducated parents and 
relatives! 

It is to be hoped that missionary bodies 
will take heed not to throw their weight 
on the wrong side of the balance. Not 
half a century ago we found the people 
all on the land, and it is essential to the 
true well-being of this really wonderful 
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country that a great proportion of its 
people be kept contented with life on the 
soil. In that life we found them for the 
most part happy enough. 

Ninety per cent of the young men who 
clamor for admission to the more ad- 
vanced schools have no scruple in ad- 
mitting that they want to go there as the 
alternative to the dreaded manual work 
which the state imposes on them during 
two whole months in the year (!) when 
each villager is obliged to plant—purely 
for his own provision—a measured area 
of one of the staple foods. Or if not 
that, school is sought as the fancied gate- 
way to an easy life of privilege and high 
pay in one of the cities. 

The illiteracy of this primitive people, 
emerging from many centuries of dark- 
ness and heathendom, was—and still is— 
a challenge to Christian missions, not to 
educate them out of the sphere of their 
own usefulness, but to do for them what 
Thomas Charles did for the backward 
people of the secluded valleys in the 
mountains of Wales in the eighteenth 
century. Crossing the mountains down 
into the valleys and glens, he was inde- 
fatigable in searching out his fellowmen, 
teaching them to read in their own Welsh 
tongue and giving them the Word of God. 

Out of the movement initiated by 
Thomas Charles among the mountains of 
Wales, there came the birth of the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society, which has 
broadcast the Scriptures over the whole 
wide world. By the fine generosity of this 
society, here in the Congo we have the 
Bible in several of the important lan- 
guages of the Bantu family. 

What nobler work could be undertaken 
than the teaching of the Africans, or any 
other people, to read the Scriptures in 
their own tongue? Surely it is pos- 
sible for us to do this without necessarily 
introducing them to advanced subjects 
such as algebra or the history of Europe. 
Poor Europe! We are persuaded that the 
Word of God in the hands and hearts of 
these primitive people will continue to 
effect its old-time wonders. 

During the past decade an erroneous 
idea seems to have taken hold among the 
Lord’s people that there is no room 
among His servants in the Belgian Congo 
for any workers not fully qualified for 
medical work or as school teachers. This 
is not the case. There is not only room, 
but actual need for more helpers, whether 
they happen to have these paper quali- 
fications or not. This will not matter 
provided they are earnest soul-winners 
and closely in touch with God in their 
spiritual lives.

Faithfulness in Public 
Service 
Acts 19:29-41 
Memory Selection: To do righteous- 
ness and justice is more acceptable to 
Jehovah than sacrifice——Proverbs 21:3, 
R. V. 


There are things about the town clerk 
of Ephesus which merit our approval, but 
we cannot give our full endorsement to 
all his procedures. If his statement con- 
cerning the image which fell down from 
Jupiter (v.35) was said sincerely, we 
question his credulity. If it was said 
with his tongue in his cheek, we ques- 
tion his honesty. Then, of course, we have 
no word concerning his faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. For these reasons, we 
prefer to develop this lesson as the story 
of the trial and deliverance of God’s 
children. 


I. Hostility Around (v. 29) 

Beginning back at verse 23, we have 
the beginnings of the opposition by the 
Silversmiths. So signally blessed of God 
was Paul’s ministry that we are told there 
was no small stir concerning the Way. 
Incidentally, the word Way (as in the 
American Standard Version) should be 
capitalized. It is a reference to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and to the fact that men 
believe in Him. 

Demetrius, a silversmith of Ephesus 
(v. 24), aroused the rest of his trade be- 
cause he feared the end of their business 
of making silver shrines of Diana. The 
rest were impressed by his argument, 
and broke out in wrath toward Paul by 
shouting, “Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
sians” (v. 28). Demetrius specifically 
charged Paul with the responsibility of 
diverting the hearts of the people from 
their idolatrous practices (v. 26). Here, 
certainly, is a very wonderful compli- 
ment not simply to Paul, but to the power 
of the gospel which he proclaimed. 

The uproar aroused the people so that 
@ multitude ran together and rushed into 
the theater (v. 29) to vent their anger 
upon such as they could apprehend. They 
were able to seize two men, Gaius and 
Aristarchus, men of Macedonia and 
Paul’s companions. (Both of these men 
are mentioned in Acts 20:4, Aristarchus 
in Acts 27:2, and Gaius in Rom. 16:23 
and I Cor. 1:14.) These men unques- 
tionably were in danger of their lives 
from the fury of the mob. It has been 
truly said that the Word of God 
preached in the power of God will pro- 
duce a riot or a revival. 


‘ Attempted Appeasement (vyv.30- 
34 
When word came to Paul of the fate of 
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Gaius and Aristarchus, he wanted to en- 
ter the theater at once. But his breth- 
ren would not permit him to do so. 

There then follows a very interesting 
reference to certain chief men of 
Ephesus. In the American Standard Ver- 
sion the word “chief” is translated “Asi- 
archs.” They were wealthy citizens of 
the principal towns of Asia, chosen an- 
nually with ten of them selected to pre- 
side over the games celebrated in the 
month of May. The office was consid- 
ered one of highest honor. 

It would seem from this reference 
that some of them were favorably in- 
clined to the gospel, at least they could 
be called the friends of Paul. They were 
undoubtedly aware of the temper of the 
crowd, so they beseeched Paul not to 
venture into the theater. The scene 
must have been one of wild confusion 
(v. 32). 

As the meeting dragged on certain of 
them laid hold upon Alexander. It 
would seem as though they were desir- 
ing someone to act as a scapegoat for 
them. Alexander attempted to speak to 
the people, but when they perceived that 
he himself was a Jew they cried out with 
one voice for the space of two hours, 
“Great is Diana of the Ephesians.” 


III. The Intervention of the Town 
Clerk (vv. 35-41) 

The town clerk was evidently not only 
the keeper of public franchise, but also a 
magistrate of authority. He made four 
points in his attempt to show the multi- 
tude that its action was foolish. 

First, that whatever had happened 
could not undo history. His point was 
that everyone knew that Ephesus was 
the seat of the worship of Diana. Hav- 
ing quieted the multitude, he sought to 
appease their anger by this approach to 
well-known fact. 

His second point was that the men 
concerned were not criminals. He point- 
ed out that they were neither robbers 
of temples or blasphemers of the goddess 
Diana. It would seem, therefore, that 
Paul and his companions had been very 
discreet in their presentation of the 
gospel. Though they might justly have 
made certain accusations and pointed 
out the foolishness of the Ephesians’ 
worship, they evidently did not use this 
approach. Rather it would seem that 
Paul used here the same approach he 
used earlier in Athens (Acts 17). He did 
not seek needlessly to offend, but rather 
to point men away from their supersti- 
tion and idolatry to the Lamb of God. 

His third point reminded the people 
that the courts were: open to any who felt 
they had a case against another. It is 
interesting to note that the word trans- 
lated “deputies” in verse 38, is translated 
“proconsuls” in the American Standard 
Version. These were the governors of 
the settled provinces which were placed 


under the Roman senate. They were offi- 
cers of greater authority, for example, 
than Pilate, Felix or Festus. The latter 
were procurators or subordinate admin- 
istrators over unsettled imperial prov- 
inces. 

The fourth point mentioned the dan- 
ger in which the citizens of Ephesus 
were placing themselves in possibility of 
being accused of riot before the authori- 
ties in Rome. 

The logic of the town clerk impressed 
itself on the multitudes, for we read, 
“When he had thus spoken, he dismissed 
the assembly” (v. 41). The unruly crowd 
had been quieted, and evidently broke up 
without further ado. 

We commend this public servant for 
the fact that he did his duty. He did not 
shirk his responsibility; he was not 
afraid to face unruly opposition, and 
certainly used his head in a situation 
which might have resulted disastrously. 
It is of inestimable blessing to any com- 
munity when those who have the rule 
politically have a sense of responsibility 
and propriety.

Making Good Family 
Traditions 
Acts 16:1-5; If Timothy 1:3-6; 3:14, 15 
Memory Selection: As for me and my 
house, we will serve Jehovah.—Joshua 
24:15, R.V. 


One of the inestimable blessings of life 
is to have a Christian home. The young 
man or woman who has the advantage 
of being reared in a home presided over 
by Christian parents has an unmistak- 
able token of the favor of God. Of all 
homes spoken of in the Word of God, it 
is that of Timothy which is selected for 
our consideration today. 

Timothy, Paul’s son in the faith, was 
greatly used of God. How much of that 
usefulness grew out of his early train- 
ing and the godly example of his mother 
and grandmother cannot be estimated. 
There are at least two important lessons 
here. 

First, those of us who are parents must 
recognize our responsibility to provide 
spiritual nurture for the children whom 
God has granted us. 

Second, children in the home should 
recognize the responsibility which de- 
volves upon them to heed the instruction 
of those who would lead them in the 
ways of God. 


I. The Source of Faith 
3:14, 15) 

Though the apostle Paul had to warn 
Timothy of increasing evil, “For evil men 
and imposters shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving and being deceived” (v. 13, 
R.V.), he exhorted him to abide in the 
things which he had learned and had 
been assured of. 

A great deposit had been made in 
Timothy’s life. Not only had he re- 
ceived the teaching of others, but he had 
evidence from God that these things 
were true. Paul reminds him of the 
truthfulness of the message. We must 
never forget that the practical demon- 
stration of truth in the life of the teach- 
er is one of the surest proofs of the

validity of his teaching. 

Though the apostle must have had a 
very large place in teaching Timothy, 
Paul evidently did not have himself in 
mind here so much as Timothy’s mother 
and grandmother, since he had spoken 
of them and Timothy’s infancy in chap- 
ter 1. 

The word translated babe literally 
means a new-born child, an infant. From 
the very earliest days of Timothy’s life 
he had been taught the Word of God. 
“From a babe thou hast known the 
sacred writings.” How much our chil- 
dren can really learn if the gospel is 
taught them by lip and is lived before 
them in life! 

Perhaps if we have made any mis- 
take in our dealing with children, it has 
been to credit to them too little intelli- 
gence and too little of the possibility of 
God-given spiritual understanding. It is 
never too early to begin spiritual instruc- 
tion. 

The instruction made Timothy wise 
unto salvation which became his, not 
because of the teaching in itself, but by 
the exercise of saving faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. What a sober truth this 
is, that you and I have in our power 
the giving of the Word of God to our 
children. As we perform our duty we 
lay the foundation which God may well 
use in the salvation of our boys and girls. 


II. The Influence of Faith (II Tim. 
1:3-6) 

Lois and Eunice, grandmother and 
mother of Timothy, had set the example 
which Timothy followed. Paul speaks 
of their faith as unfeigned (v. 5). Here 
was no hypocrisy, no sham, no super- 
ficiality. How wonderful to find Chris- 
tians who are out-and-out for God, who 
without pretense take their stand for 
the Lord Jesus Christ with a whole heart. 
Is it any wonder that this same faith 
characterized Timothy as well? 

That Timothy had gone on with God 
is evident by the way in which Paul 
spoke of him. Paul said that he un- 
ceasingly remembered him night and 
day, that he longed to see him. Doubt- 
less Timothy was a man of great com- 
passion and of tremendous earnestness. 
The reference to his tears (v. 4) would 
so mark him. 

Paul’s joy over contact with Timothy, 
with all of his earnestness and sincerity, 
was of course spiritual. What gladness 
of heart, what joy of spirit is ours when 
we find our children walking in the truth. 

Because of all God had done in Tim- 
othy in view of the faithfulness of his 
family, Paul could say to him, “Stir up 
the gift of God which is in thee, through 
the laying on of my hands.” Certain of 
the gifts of God granted Timothy for 
ministering are evidently in view in the 
charge found in II Timothy 4:1. He was to 
preach, to reprove, to rebuke, to exhort, 
and above all to do the work of an evan- 
gelist (II Tim. 4:2,5). 


Ill. The Work of Faith (Acts 16:1-5) 
While chronologically this passage in 
Acts precedes the passages in II Tim- 
othy which we have thus far consid- 
ered, yet in a very real sense it is in 
spiritual succession to the other two.

Timothy was well reported of by the 
brethren in Lystra and Iconium. Since 
Paul speaks of him in the epistles to 
Timothy as his son in the faith, we may 
well understand that there was a very 
close relationship between them. Un- 
doubtedly God wrought upon his heart 
and so he went with Paul. 

Notice the use of the plural pronoun, 
“As they went through the cities, they 
delivered them the decrees for to keep, 
that were ordained of the apostles and 
elders which were at Jerusalem” (v. 4). 
Timothy was active in the ministry 
and was not just Paul’s shadow. What 
a blessed privilege for a young man, first, 
te accompany the apostle Paul, and sec- 
ond, to have part in so notable a work 
as is described in verse 5.

The general title of this quarter series 
of lessons is “The Literature of the 
Bible.” While definitely one book, the 
Bible is composed of many different 
kinds of literature and is truly a library. 
Not only do we find different writers and 
different books, but we find different 
forms of writing. There are law, his- 
tory, prophecy, poetry, biography, par- 
ables, epistles, etc. The purpose of this 
series is to review these different types 
of literature. But we shall, of course, 
receive greatest blessings from the mes- 
sage of God Himself. 


I. Salvation Through the Word of 
God (John 20:30, 31) 

These two verses set forth in a won- 
derful way the purpose of John’s Gos- 
pel. His Gospel differs from the other 
three. They give a view of the life of 
the Lord Jesus in its entirety; the fourth 
Gospel deliberately sets forth only cer- 
tain of the actions and words of our Lord. 

Says John 20:30: “Many other signs 
truly did Jesus in the presence of the dis- 
ciples, which are not written in this 
book.” This word signs refers to the mir- 
acles of our Lord, such as changing water 
into wine; healing the son of the noble- 
man; healing the infirm man by the 
pool of Bethesda; feeding the five thou- 
sand; landing the boat with the disciples 
instantaneously after the Lord Jesus ap- 
peared to them on the Sea of Galilee; 
restoring sight to the man born blind; 
restoring life to Lazarus; resurrection of 
our blessed Lord; and the miraculous 
draught of fishes after our Lord had 
arisen from the dead. 

The purpose of these nine signs is to 
prove beyond doubt that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God, and that He stands 
ready to give eternal life to as many as 
believe in Him. Notice that He is Jesus, 
that is, Saviour. He is Christ, that is, 
the Anointed. He is the Son of God, that

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is, He is possessed of complete and per- 
fect deity. Because He is Jesus, the 
Christ, the Son of God, we may have 
absolute confidence in believing in His 
name. 

The Word of God, therefore, has part 
in the salvation of men, for as we believe 
its testimony concerning the Lord Jesus 
Christ we certainly will trust Him as 
our Saviour and be saved. The instru- 
mentality of the Word is spoken of in a 
number of Scriptures. For example, we 
read in James 1:18, “Of his own will he 
brought us forth by the word cf truth” 
(R.V.). Again we read in I Peter 1:23, 
R.V.: “Having been begotten again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
through the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth.” 

How important it is, then, to give the 
Word of God to men as we deal with 
them about the welfare of their souls. 

II. Service Through the Word of 
God (IT Tim. 3:16, 17) 

As we read the Word of God it per- 
forms a fourfold function. 

First of all, it teaches us. If we would 
know the mind of the Lord, if we would 
walk pleasing to God, we must allow 
the Word of God to show us the path- 
way. No man is wise enough or strong 
enough in himself to please God. We 
need the teaching of God, and He has 
given us that teaching in His Word. We 
must come to the Word of God and allow 
it to teach us. 

Second, we must allow the Word of 
God to reprove us. When we depart from 
God’s will, we need its censure. Both by 
direct statement and by the example 
of the characters of Scripture, God 
speaks to us concerning this matter. 

Third, in the Word of God we find 
correction—the positive note of correc- 
tion of that which is wrong. God places 
His finger on sin, but He also tells us 
what is right and how in His power we 
may realize the conduct He enjoins cn us. 

Fourth, it serves to instruct us in 
righteousness. The margin of the Ameri- 
can Standard Version substitutes the 
word discipline for instruction. The Word 
of God is for discipline, which is in right- 
eousness. Happy is the man who allows 
the Word of God to discipline him so 
that the chastisement of God does not 
have to fall upon him. 

All these ministries of the Word of 
God—teaching, reproof, correction and 
instruction which is in righteousness— 
are to the end that the man of God may 
be complete, well-rounded, or as it is 
in the Authorized Version, “thoroughly 
furnished,” for a life of service to God. 
God has created us in Christ Jesus unto 
good works, and ordained that we should 
walk in them (Eph. 2:10). If we are to 
walk in them, it is necessary that we be 
thoroughly furnished, and we can be so 
furnished only as the Word of God is 
known and operates in our lives. 


III, Sanctification Through the 
Word of God (Ps. 119:97-105) 

Our Lord in His high priestly prayer 
said: “Sanctify them in the truth: thy 
word is truth” (John 17:17). D. L. 
Moody once stated: “Either sin will keep

Notice in the Scripture selection how 
the psalmist says, “I have refrained my 
feet from every evil way, that I might 
observe thy word.” Again he says, “I 
have not turned aside from thine ordi- 
nances; for thou hast taught me.” Be- 
cause the psalmist ordered his life in 
keeping with the Word of God, he was 
able to say that God’s Word made him 
wiser than his enemies (v. 98), and that 
he had more understanding than his 
teachers (v. 99), and further that he 
understood more than the aged (v. 100). 

One who knows the Word of God 
knows more of life and of truth than the 
enemy of God could ever know. The 
one who orders his life according to the 
counsel of God’s Word has more under- 
standing than an unsaved or unspiritual 
teacher. Is it any wonder, then, that 
the psalmist declares his love for the 
Word of God (vv. 97, 103)?

Biography in the Bible 
Genesis 11:31—12:5; 17:1-8 
Memory Selection: Jn all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he will direct 
thy paths.—Proverbs 3:6, R.V. 


The Bible is superlative in its descrip- 
tion of the men and women who walk 
across its pages. Two temptations con- 
front men when they write of other men. 
Either they present them as perfect in 
character, without blemish, so as _ to 
convince us their presentation is un- 
real, or they will turn in utter repudia- 
tion and hatred on the character whom 
they describe. It is very difficult for men 
to be objective and poriray a character 
without prejudice. In the Bible we have 
men as they were, with no attempt to 
hide their faults and no refusal to speak 
of their virtues. 


a The Call of Abraham (Gen, 11:31, 
32) 

While it is not explicitly stated here 
that God called Abraham at the time he 
lived in Ur of the Chaldees, it is abun- 
dantly proved by other ‘scriptures. For 
example, Stephen said, “The God of 
glory appeared unto our father Abraham, 
when he was in Mesopotamia, before he 
dwelt in Haran, and said unto him, Get 
thee out of thy land, and from thy kin- 
dred, and come into the land which I 
shall show thee” (Acts 7:2,3, R.V.). If 
you follow closely the wording of Gene- 
sis 12:1 you will see the same idea is in- 
volved. So then it was while Abraham 
lived in Ur that God called him. 

Reading the record in Genesis 11, it 
would seem as though Terah took the 
initiative and that he took his son and 
Lot, the son of Haran, and Sarai, his 
daughter-in-law, Abraham’s wife, and 
went forth from Ur of the Chaldees. 
That statement undoubtedly is accurate. 
Since he was the head of the family, 
naturally the initiative is ascribed to 
him. One cannot doubt, however, that 
God had spoken to Abraham, and that 
on the strength of what God had said 
to him the exodus from Ur began. 

It undoubtedly was a perilous under- 
taking and their leaving involved a

journey of great proportion. To go into 
an unknown land always calls for real 
courage. However, Abraham’s faith was 
enough to cause him to leave. 

However, the family fell short of the 
evident will of God in that they came 
only to Haran and stayed there. Terah 
means “delay.” Someone has referred to 
Terah as “Daddy wait awhile.” He evi- 
dently was willing to go part way, but not 
all the way. So he became a hindrance 
to Abraham. At length, however, Terah 
died, and then Abraham went on to the 
place to which God had called him. 

God first revealed Himself to Abraham 
in Ur. The next revelation occurred when 
Abraham actually got into Canaan, in 
the land to which God had called him 
(Gen. 12:7). Here is an important spir- 
itual lesson. God reveals Himself only 
when we obey what He has already said. 


II. The Complete Response of Abra- 
ham (Gen. 12:1-5) 

In response to Abraham’s obedience, 
God made a seven-fold promise. First, 
He promised to make of Abraham a 
great nation. This was a remarkable 
prophecy, for Abraham did not then have 
any children. It would seemingly have 
been humanly possible at that time for 
Abraham to have had children, but as 
the years went by in the journey to 
Haran and to Canaan and as the years 
dragged by in Canaan, it became increas- 
ingly difficult from the human viewpoint. 
We know, of course, how God fulfilled His 
promise. 

The second of God’s promises was that 
He would bless Abraham; the third, 
that He would make his name great; 
the fourth, that he would be a bless- 
ing; the fifth, that He would bless them 
that blessed Abraham; the sixth, that 
God would curse him that cursed Abra- 
ham; and the seventh, that in Abraham 
all the families of the earth would be 
blessed. 

While today we see the Jew despised 
and maltreated, there were days of great 
glory in Israel. We long for the day 
when they shall see Him whom they 
have pierced and shall wail because of 
their rejection of Him, as says the 
prophet Zechariah. We long for that day 
so that they may enter into the glories 
which God has for them in the future. 

Abraham was seventy-five years old 
when he left Haran. Notice the courage 
and the boldness of his faith (v. 5). He 
took his wife, Lot, his brother’s son, all 
the substance that they had gathered, 
and the souls that they had gotten in 
Haran and went forth into the promised 
land. Here then was complete obedience 
to the will of God. No wonder we read 
that God appeared to him and renewed 


His promise (v. 7). 


III. God’s Promise to Abraham 
(Gen. 17:1-8) 

There are three particulars in this 
promise of God to Abraham. In the 
first place, there was His promise to mul- 
tiply him (v. 2). It is an amazing thing 
that three faiths look to Abraham and 
claim him as their own. Christianity, of 
course, acknowledges him among the pa- 
triarchs; the Jewish religion regards him 
as its father; and the Mohammedan reli-

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gion acknowledges him, since he was the 
father of Ishmael. 

But the multiplication of Abraham’s 
seed is far greater than that of simply 
his physical descendants. Abraham has 
a spiritual seed (Rom. 9:6-8; Gal. 3:29). 
Are these two lines of descent inferred 
in the statement of God to Abraham 
that his seed would be as the sands of 
the sea (his physical children), and 
as the stars of heaven (his spiritual 
seed)? The two expressions are very 
suggestive. 

The second element in the promise of 
God has to do with His covenant to be 
Abraham’s God and the God of His seed 
(vv. 4-7). 

The third element has to do with the 
land (v. 8). God promised to give to 
Abraham and his seed after him the 
land of his sojourn, even all the land 
of Canaan. 

No one can obey God and have God 
in debt to him. God delights to honor 
the man who fully trusts Him.

but he that doeth the will of God abideth 
forever” (I John 2:15-17). 

Dare you go against this solemn warn- 
ing? Dare you, in the light of what you 
have seen of the wisdom of faith, trust 
the sight of your eyes? Dare you cast in 
your lot with a world which is under the 
judgment of God? Is the enjoyment of 
this present world the purpose of God for 
the believer? Is it not written, “Unto you 
it is given in the behalf of Christ, not 
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only to believe on him, but also to suffer 
for his sake” (Phil. 1:29) ? 

Are we to be respected and honored in 
a world which rejected and crucified our 
Saviour? Are we not exhorted to have 
the mind of Christ, “who, existing in the 
form of God, counted not the being on 
an equality with God a thing to be 
grasped, but emptied himself, taking the 
form of a servant, being made in the like- 
ness of men; and being found in fashion 
as a man, he humbled himself, becoming 
obedient even unto death, yea, the death 
of the cross” (Phil. 2:5-8, R.V.)? 

The writing on the signpost is plain. 
It says, “Except a corn of wheat fall into 
the ground and die, it abideth alone: but 
if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. He 
that loveth his life shall lose it; and he 
that hateth his life in this world shall 
keep it unto life eternal. If any man 
serve me, let him follow me; and where 
I am, there shall also my servant be: if 
any man serve me, him will my Father 
honor” (John 12:24-26). 

Will you sacrifice the honor which God 
and heaven alone can afford for some 
corruptible, earthly crown? Will you miss 
the pleasures forevermore at God’s right 
hand for the sake of some transitory, 
worldly pleasures? Will you lay up treas- 
ures on earth when you might be laying 
up treasures in heaven? Will you seek to 
save your life now, and in the end lose 
it, when you might invest it with God 
and reap eternal dividends? 

There is no guess work about this. The 
path which leads down into the valley 
leads to the highest heights, for “if we 
suffer, we shall also reign with him” (II 
Tim. 2:12). We shall share His glory by 
and by in proportion as we share His suf- 
ferings now. We cannot expect both 
worldly honor and the honor which comes 
from God, any more than Moses could 
have been both Pharaoh and the honored 
leader of the people of God. Choose you 
must, and choose you will, either the one 
path or the other. 

If you find it hard to choose, is it not 
because you are still trusting to your own 
short sight? Put your eye to the telescope 
of God’s Word and by faith look beyond 
the sufferings of this present time to “the 
glory which shall be revealed in us,” and 
as you start down the blood*stained 
pathway you can sing: 


“The toils of the road will seem nothing, 
When we get to the end of the way.” 


“For our light affliction, which is but 
for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory; 
while we look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are not 
seen: for the things which are seen are 
temporal; but the things which are not 
seen are eternal” (II Cor. 4:17, 18). 


——@————. 
Some receive Christ as a Sin-bearer 
and thus find pardon, but do not get 
beyond that, and so their lives are 
daily failures. Others receive Him as their 
risen Saviour also, and thus enter into 
an experience of victory over sin. But 
we must also take Him as our Deliverer 
from the power of sin, the Keeper of our 
souls. Thus shall we achieve daily vic- 
tory over sin.—R. A. Torrey.

The Atomic Age and the Word of 
God, by Wilbur M. Smith. 


Soon after Hiroshima, Dr. Smith, like 
many other preachers on both sides of the 
Atlantic Ocean, preached on II Peter 3:10- 
14. But Dr. Smith did something that most 
of the others did not take time to do. He 
studied nuclear fission. He read everything 
he could get his hands on about it. He 
became as near an authority on the subject 
of atomic energy as one who is not a 
scientist can become. 

In November, 1945, Dr. Smith issued in 
booklet form an address he delivered in 
many parts of the country on “The Atomic 
Bomb and the Word of God.” The three 
editions of this booklet, published by Moody 
Press, totalling 50,000 copies, have been ex- 
hausted. 

After he published the booklet he kept 
on gathering information, studied the con- 
cept of atoms among the ancient Greek 
philosophers, the attitude of the Church 
Fathers to the concept of atoms, and on 
and on. ‘ 

Then Dr. Smith made a most minute 
study of the prediction of the apostle 
Peter regarding the final dissolution of 
the heavens and the earth. Here he found 
it necessary to make a thorough survey 
of the interpretation and use of Peter’s 
description of the final conflagration 
through the centuries. In every field of 
his study he found material so suggestive 
and startling that he could not Ge it 
to himself. He has a brief chapter toward 
the end of his book titled, “The Time Is 
Short,” which ought to be read by Chris- 
tians everywhere who mean business for 
Christ. Dark as the picture is, Dr. Smith 
is no pessimist. His closing chapter is 
“Victory in*Christ,” and this too is mar- 
velous. 

There are five important appendixes in 
the book, besides three valuable indexes. 
This book deserves a wide reading. There 
has been a lot of scatterbrain writing and 
preaching on the atomic bomb, but there 
is not a scatterbrain line in this book! 
It is a real contribution.

Possessing the Land

From here on we move in another di- 
rection. 

“And the border went up toward Debir” 
(v. 7). The older name of Debir was 
Kirjath-sepher, which means “the city 
of the book” (v. 15). Although this bor- 
der was toward Debir, it was from the 
valley of Achor. How good it is when our 
road leads from the valley of trouble to 
the Word of God, and looks toward Gil- 
gal where the reproach of Egypt was 
rolled away. What deep spiritual les- 
sons are to be learned from these sim- 
ple things! 

And so we might go on and on and find 
significance in every word here. “The 
south side of the river” and “the border 
passing toward tke waters of En- 
shemesh” (v. 7) might tell us of refresh- 
ing stops where otherwise we might see 
only hard lines defining the legal limits 
of our inheritance. When we are tempted 


. to think that we are being “fenced in” by 


something we have read in the Word 
concerning our Christian conduct, let us 
think on these things. 


Every Advance Is Challenged 


Sometimes our path takes us through 
places that are somber indeed. The 
next verse in our chapter illustrates 
this. “The border went up by the val- 
ley of the son of Hinnom,” the well- 
known site of horrible heathen practices. 
It may be that we have to go by this 
valley in order that we may learn again 
the wonderful difference between our for- 
mer estate and our present blessedness. 

Nor is it the only valley that we have 
to pass in this way. We have already 
been to the valley of Achor. Now we 
come to the valley of the giants (v. 8), 
the home of powerful forces which 
challenge our every advance in the things 
of God. : 

But nothing can stop the soul that 
is moving on with God. So we go on 
from fountain to fountain, and from 
mountain to mountain. Even though 
the border does take us through the 
country of the Philistines (v. 11), it 
ends in the Great Sea (v. 12), which, 
at this point, very naturally suggests 
the ocean of God’s love. But the road 
to it is certainly not monotonous. In 
this respect the topographical features 
are no less interesting than the borders. 
But all of these things are but faint 
shadows of that “inheritance incorrup- 
tible, and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away, reserved in heaven for you” 
(I Pet. 1:4). 

With such an inheritance before them 
one might expect to see many avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to really pos- 
sess their possessions. But here, as al- 
ways, certain individuals must take the 
lead. And happy is that leader who 
knows how to incite others to action. 

The indefatigable Caleb was such a 
one. When he said, “He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher [the city of the book], 
and taketh it, to him will I give Achsah 
my daughter to wife,” we read that his 





nephew Othniel (lion of God) took it

“and he gave him Achsah his daughter to 
wife” (vv. 16, 17). This fact is of such im- 
portance that it is recorded twice in the 
Word of God, here and in Judges 1:12, 13. 
A repetition like that in Scripture is 
not without significance. It is as if the 
Lord would emphasize the wonderful in- 
fluence of one noble soul upon another. 


Nor does the story end there. In Ach- 
sah herself we see some of the persistence 
of her father. First of all we note how 
she urged Othniel “to ask of her father 
a field,” but when she herself was asked 
what she desired, she replied, “Give me 
a blessing; for thou hast given me a 
south land; give me also springs of water” 
(vv. 18, 19). Blessed dissatisfaction! 
Whether or not this was her wedding 
present, we are not told. But one thing 
is clear, she wanted that which would 
make the south land fruitful. It was no 
exchange she wanted, it was an addition. 


So her father “gave her the upper 
springs and the nether springs.” The 
former suggest the heavenly sources of all 
true blessing, for every good gift and 
every perfect gift cometh down from 
above, from the Father of lights, in whom 
there is no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning. The lower springs, on the 
other hand, may speak to us of those 
sources of refreshment which require us 
to bow down and to humble ourselves in 
order that we may enjoy them. We need 
both, and our blessed Lord provides both. 
Our lot here below may appear to be a 
barren southland. But all our springs 
are in Him. And “He turneth the wilder- 
ness into a standing water, and dry 
ground into watersprings” (Ps. 107:35). 

Such- then was the influence of that 
man Caleb, who chose Hebron (com- 
munion) in preference to all else the land 
had to offer. To him that which spoke 
of communion with God was far more 
attractive even than the vineyards of 
Eschol. It was worth all of the years of 
patient toil and waiting in the desert, 
as well as the fighting in the land itself. 
Ihe sons of Anak were no match for a 
man like this, even though. they out- 
numbered him three to one. But the 
preparation for victory over these giants 
was made in the years that were now 
behind him. It took moral courage to 
differ with the majority report at Ka- 
desh-barnea, as well as to resist the 
temptation to settle down on the east 
of Jordan as others had done. It was 
those victories over self that fitted him 
later to win victories over others. 

Caleb seems to have been the only one 
who drove out all of his enemies. That 
was something that could not be said for 
the rest of his tribe. The children of 
Judah could not dispossess the Jebusites, 


.and consequently they had to dwell with 


them at Jerusalem. But such was not the 
case at Hebron. 

Apparently Caleb had complete pos- 
session of that for which he had longed 
so ardently, and for which he fought 
so courageously and successfully. “He 
wholly followed the Lord God of Israel.” 
God give us more such men, ready to 
endure hardness as good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ; men who will “be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might” (Eph. 6:10).

Herbert Lockyer, Jr. ’39, on September

REGARDING MEMBERSHIP 


Many have inquired as to whether they 
are eligible for membership in the Alumni 
Association.

Persons in good standing may 
become— 

“1. Active members—if they are gradu- 
ates of the Day or Evening School, or 
have completed their work prior to 1905. 

“2. Associate members—if they have 
completed one or more terms in either 
Day or Evening School, or have com- 
pleted one course in the Correspondence 
School. Members of the Institute business 
staff or faculty may become associate 
members without the right to vote.

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“3. Honorary members—because of dis- 
tinguished service given the Institute, 
on joint recommendation of the executive 
committee of the Institute and the execu- 
tive committee of the Alumni Association. 

“Membership shall be maintained by 
payment of dues for each current year.” 

Thus, if you are a graduate of Day or 
Evening School or have completed one or 
more courses in Day, Evening, or Cor- 
respondence School, you are eligible for 
membership and the priviliges thereof by 
the payment of one dollar yearly dues. 
But it will be to your advantage to ac- 
cept the combination offer of Moopy 
MontTHLy and Alumni Association mem- 
bership for $2.75 for one year.

counter of the front office. 

But be careful that you don’t become 
an imposition. One woman in our town 
whom we used to consider a good news 
source is now classified with tornadoes 
and depressions—things to keep away 
from. Make your visits or phone calls 
short and to the point, making sure you 
have a point. 

Presuming that the Rev. Mr. Jones or 
Miss Perkins, church secretary, has at 
least a speaking acquaintance with the 
editor or one of his assistants, we now 
come to the material itself which you 
would like to see included in the evening 
paper. 

It is common opinion around most 
newspaper offices that religion is a sub- 
ject to be avoided like the, plague. That 
is doubly true of that religion which has 
more meaning to it than a mere universal 
expression of love and betterment of hu- 
manity. The old-fashioned gospel of 
Christ—which stands on the principle of 
“the one way”—is regarded as a hot sub- 
ject and one which might offend some of 
the not-so-dogmatic readers. 

But Christianity that has such a doc- 
trinal core has made the newspapers 
plenty of times. In almost every case, 
however, if you check back, it is not the 
doctrine itself that has gained space for 
the story, but the element of reader in- 
terest. 

When you call your newspaper and tell 
them about the coming evangelistic meet- 
ings, that item is a potential news story. 
But before appearing in print your story 
has to compete against murder, divorce, 
politics, the theater and the other com- 
ponents of this old world. They’re all the 
same to the unsaved. 

I’m not recommending that you say the 
most sensational firebrand in America is 
coming to your church to snatch sinners 
out of hell, but I’ve seen stories about 
churches written up in such a way that 
they have crowded bar-room brawls and 
political speeches off the front page. 
Sometimes it has been the interesting 
background of a personality involved and 
the way it ties in with the present time 
element. Or it has been a relating of 
coincidence, an answer to prayer, or the 
evidence of a far-reaching faith that has 
made such a story front-page reading 
despite the old- bogey newsmen have about 
the supernatural. 

But you can be certain it was always 
reader interest that won the story its 
space. 


_ RALLIES, denominational 
conventions, pastors’ trips, special days, 
building alterations, and some of the peo- 
ple in your congregation are story possi- 
bilities. An article or two about your pas- 
tor, how he stands on some public issue, 
the history of your church, a song that is 
to be sung next Sunday, or the new me- 
morial window might serve to interest 
that man living across the street from 
the church who thought of it as a dull 





place where so many people entered each

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Sunuay to come out an hour later and 
disappear again until next week. Once 
you make him see that there is vitality 
behind those doors, he’ll want to find out 
a little more. Once you get him inside, 
you can give him the gospel. 

Some well-meaning folks have the idea 
that if they phone the editor of the news- 
paper about some coming attraction or 
mail him a bulletin that they have done 
all there is to do about getting their story 
into the paper. If they could see the 
amount of stuff that comes to my desk 
each day—and that 95 per cent of it goes 
without a second glance into the waste- 
basket—they would discover what odds 
they are up against. 

If you can’t write the story yourself, 
give your newspaper friend the facts, in- 
cluding of course all the details that lift 
the event out of the ordinary. And don’t 
forget it’s the local tie up and timeliness 
that he’ll look for first. In most home- 
town papers what goes on in a mission 
in China doesn’t have any chance of mak- 
ing even the church page unless there is 
a direct connection with the readers of 
that newspaper. 

Use discretion, however, in sending fea- 
ture stories or news articles to your news- 
paper. One church in ou’ town has a 
public relations director who has the 
story of the year every week. The first 
few were fine, but now we look at them 
with a jaundiced eye. There is such a 
thing as too much of a good thing. 

A woman phoned me recently about the 
oratorio her church choir was going to 
sing. She was in charge of getting out 
publicity on it. Could I put something 
in the paper about it? It sounded news- 
worthy so I said, “Sure.” What could she 
tell me about it? Well, she wasn’t sure. 
It had been sung before, but she didn’t 
know how many times. She didn’t know 
the size of the chorus. She didn’t know 
who had written the oratorio. Somehow, 
she did remember where the oratorio was 
to bé sung and when. 

I found out the details of the event and 
eventually it all worked up into a good 
page one story—it turned out to be one of 
the outstanding musical presentations of 
the year in the whole town. But any pub- 
licity the event received was due to sheer 
persistency on the newspaper’s part and 
not on any help given by the so-called 
publicity director. 

Whether you’ve been named director of 
publicity or not, if you have a good story 
get it to your editor while it is still good, 
and in a way which will merit more than 
a one fine-print paragraph. 


Pp ICTURES HELP a lot in getting 
your story published. The Chinese are 
supposed to have said that one picture is 
worth a thousand words. In our office we 
believe that to be an understatement. 
Pictures can serve as a gateway to your 
article. They help people visualize what 
you are trying to tell them. But the news- 
papers can’t print just any old picture. 

What the photograph tells (subject 
matter) and its sharpness (light and fo- 
cus) are the prime requisites. Snapshots 
usually aren’t acceptable for publication, 
for even in good pictures much detail is 
lost through the photo-engraving process.

If your subject matter is worthy of publi- 
cation, perhaps you can persuade your 
newspaper to take its own picture. 

Sometimes churches will send us cuts 
or mats for use with a story. We generally 
appreciate this, because it saves us money 
and speeds up publication. But it is best 
to check to find out what size the cut 
should be and what screen your paper 
uses. Also, if the paper is interested in 
using it in the first place. Cuts and mats 
are too expensive to be thrown away 
unused. 

We hate those photos in which the 
daily vacation Bible school pupils have 
been lined up in four rows and toid to 
smile. We’d much rather print one of 
six or eight children at work making 
notebooks or presenting a missionary pa- 
geant. Action shots are the thing. Save 
the “eye on the birdie’ views for the 
scrapbook. A safe rule to follow is, “never 
have your subject looking directly into 
the camera lens.” Make your picture ap- 
pear that the persons in it didn’t know 
a cameraman was anywhere around. 

What about church newspaper adver- 
tising? The trend in some cities, and a 
welcome trend it is, is to get away from 
the brash, stupendous, bargain-sale type 
ads which some churches run. Such ads 
never brought many people to church ex- 
cept those already interested in church 
affairs. The unsaved man skipped over 
them as most Christians skip over the 
movie page. True, visitors in town, the 
curious and mildly interested and the 
“church tramps” went by the ads, and the 
biggest ad usually drew the biggest crowd. 
But as far as reaching the non-Christian, 
church advertising conducted in the usual 
way has been heavy on expense and light 
on returns. 

A better way, followed by a good many 
churches, it to present some gospel verse 
and a short, pithy spiritual application 
along with the announcement of services. 
A few years ago the Chicago Christian 
Business Men’s Committee bought adver- 
tising space in one of the city’s papers for 
a short gospel sermon. Today, the 
Knights of Columbus are carrying on a 
most effective advertising campaign on 
behalf of the Roman Catholic church. Its 
articles are written to attract the non- 
Catholic. They whet the appetite so that 
further interest will compel the reader to 
send for free Catholic literature. 

If you can’t get any free space in your 
home-town paper for the gospel, you can 
generally buy space—and if it is used 
wisely this missionary endeavor can be 
just as profitable as one of a half-dozen 
other means of getting out the gospel of 
Christ. 


Be WE STARTED OUT to suggest 
ways of hitting the news and feature col- 
umns of your newspaper with stories 
about your church and its activities. 
Whether you are to succeed in gaining 
any of this free publicity may depend on 
many little but important things. 

Be brief—be pungent. Stick to the story 
you're telling. Don’t try to throw in a 
plug for the Men’s Brotherhood when 
your story is about the newly returned 
missionary.

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Watch the style employed by your 
home-town paper. Your news stories 
should resemble in form the ones they 
print. How do they slant their features? 


In the brief space that we have here I 
won’t try to tell you how to write your 
newspaper articles. But writing news 
stories is simple. I once heard an editor 
say that if a person can think logically, 
he can write a good news story. First 
things come first. If you want to put a 
feature twist to your story, you’re more 
nearly on your own. There are as many 
different ways of writing a feature as 
there are subjects. The best ones, though, 
are a combination of straight news and 
some feature angle. 

Is your copy relevant? Watch the sea- 
son of the year, dates, holidays. A “pre” 
story is usually ten times better than a 
“post.” And if it is about some meeting a 
“pre” is worth a hundred times more than 
a dead “post.” 

Watch deadlines and release dates. One 
time we were all set to give a good display 
on a church feature—about a deacon who 
had been at his welcoming post each 
Sunday morning for twenty-five years— 
accepting the author’s word that we had 
the story exclusive. Shortly before press 
time we learned that our rival paper 
down the street was coming out that 
same afternoon with the story. Double 
dealing, no less. And by a supposedly 
Christian church worker! 

You say all this is okay for the small 
city paper or country weekly, but what 
about you big city people? Your church 
doesn’t stand much of a chance of mak- 
ing the church page on Saturday, let 
alone getting as much as a five-inch fea- 
ture. You have a point there, but have 
you exhausted the possibility of the 
neighborhood weekly or semiweekly? 
Usually there is one in every residential 
section of the larger cities. And you’d be 
surprised. The South Side News or Ma- 
ple Park Gossiper is read just as thor- 
oughly as the metropolitan daily—some- 
times more. So if you buck up against a 
stone wall downtown, look to the friend- 
ly neighborhood paper. 

James said, “Ye have not, because ye 
ask not.” A paraphrase might be, “Noth- 
ing has been done because you have done 
nothing.” 

Pastor, church secretary or ambitious 
Christian worker, get your church or or- 
ganization in the news and the newspa- 
per—thereby interesting that great throng 
of newspaper readers. Eventually, some 
may be won to the Lord Jesus Christ.

But 
let’s remember that these are lesser lights. 
We can be like moths and bats and circle 
all around these lesser lights and still 
have the disposition to flee from real 
light when the Sun of Righteousness rises 
with healing in His wings. 

The important question is not what we 
do with lights. We can be nocturnal ani- 
mals—spiritual moths and bats—who love 
darkness and still flitter all around lights. 
Yes, a person can be religious and still be 
nothifig more than a “Moth-odist” or a 
“Bat-ist”! ~The important question is, 
What do we do with the Light—with Him 
who said, “I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever believeth on me 
should not abide in darkness”? 

There is a source for these negative re- 
actions to the Light of the world we have 
discussed---the “bug” reaction, which 
eschews all light, and the “bat” reaction, 
which fiitters around lesser lights but 
evades the Light of the world. This 
source is disclosed in II Corinthians 4:3, 
4: “If our gospel be hid, it is hid to them 
that are lost: in whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ, who is the im- 
age of God, should shine unto them.” 

So while the Light of the world cries 
out in John 12:36: “Believe in the light, 
that ye may be the children of light,” the 
god of this world, who is the devil, blinds 
the minds of them which believe not, 
“lest the light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ . . . should shine unto them.” 

Let us be thankful that Christ came to 
destroy the works of the devil. His mis- 
sion was not only to preach deliverance 
to the captives, but also the recovering of 
sight to the blind—those spiritually 
blinded by the god of this world. 

On the great occasion recorded in John 
9 when Jesus proclaimed, “I am the light 
of the world,” it was in connection with 
His giving sight to a man who was blind 
from birth. The testimony of this man to 
an unfriendly world that still preferred to 
walk in spiritual darkness was, “One 
thing I know, that, whereas I was blind, 
now I see” (John 9:25). This man points 
us to the first positive reaction to Jesus 
as the Light of the world—that we should 
believe in Him in order that we may see. 

The world says, “Seeing is believing”; 
but the Light of the world says, “Believ- 


ing is seeing... I am come a light into 
the world, that whosoever believeth in 
me should not abide in darkness.” 


Ode OF THE GREAT stumbling- 
blocks that the blindness of man has 
made so formidable is the failure to see 
that God has provided no other escape 
from the dark night of sin than the sim- 
ple acceptance of Jesus, the Light of the 
world. “As many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the children 
of God, even to them that believe on his 
name ... He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already ... and this is the 
condemnation, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkness rather 
than light.” 

Men and women and young people have 
died in the land of darkness without a 
Saviour, either because they wanted no 
light or because they were too busy wav- 
ing around a makeshift torch of their 
own. There is only one Light sufficient to 
drive back darkness here and escape 
blackness to come, and that Light has 
said, “He that rejecteth me, and receiveth 
not my words, hath one that judgeth 
him: the word that I have spoken, the 
same shall judge him in the last day” 
(John 12:48). 

Simple acceptance of Christ on His 
terms of surrender and faith, bringing no 
price in our hands and claiming no works 
to our credit, is to us who believe a door 
to light and life. Enter this door and you 
can sing: 


“At the cross, at the cross, where I first 
saw the Light, 
And the burden of my heart rolled 
away. 
It was there by faith I received my sight, 
And now I am happy all the day!” 


The second positive reaction to the 
Light of the world is to walk in it. It is 
possible to be in the midst of light and 
still not use it. We can close our eyes, we 
can cover our eyes, or we can fail to look 
where we are going. But none of this 
should be true of born-again Christians, 
“for ye were sometimes darkness, but now 
are ye light in the Lord: walk as children 
of light.” 

Sin may come; not that it has to, be-

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decorated in artists’ oil colors. 
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in durable wool felt, beautifully 
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cause if we keep our eyes open and walk 
with vigilance, proneness to sin can be 
subdued. But if in a weak and unwary 
moment sin should assert itself, remem- 
ber, “If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness” 
(I John 1:9). Then, right back into the 
light to keep walking there, knowing that 
“if we walk in the light as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with an- 
other, and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin” (I John 
129). 


“No darkness have we who in Jesus abide, 
The Light of the world is Jesus; 
We walk in the Light when we follow our 
Guide, 
The Light of the world is Jesus.” 


The third and final positive reaction to 
the Light of the world is to reflect it, and 
this is the greatest service that we can 
render to Christ and to our fellow men. 
It is a wonderful thought and one that 
exalts the grace of God, that we can live 
so close to Christ that others seeing us 
will know we have been with Him and 
will receive His reflected blessing. There 
are other services we can give men, but 
none can equal this for glory, that we can 
make Christ known, whom to know 
aright is life eternal and light supernal. 

Scientists tell us that the moon has a 
light of its own, which is known as cosmic 
light—a light emitted by all material bod- 
ies. But this light is as nothing com- 
pared to that which it reflects from the 
sun. When the moon is full, this reflected 
light bathes the earth in the mellow and 
silvery luminance that sends our poets 
and musicians into inspired flights of 
lyric and song. They all agree that the 
moon’s best light is a reflected one. 

This soft light is shed abroad in our 
midst when the moon reaches a position 
in its orbit where the path of its reflected 
beams falls across the earth. Several 
times a year, though, it happens that the 
moon is in such a position that the earth 
receives the full richness of its reflected 
glory except for one thing—the moon is 
in eclipse by the earth. The earth has 
passed between the sun and the moon, 
cutting off the rays directed to the moon 
and robbing it of its reflected glory. Then 
it is that we sense no light of the moon. 
We are oblivious to its cosmic rays, for to 
our consciousness the moon has ceased to 
shine when it has ceased to reflect the 
sun’s rays. 

May this be a lesson to us. We may 
have some little light of our own, but it is 
as nothing compared with the reflected 
glory of the Sun of Righteousness, Jesus, 
the Light of the world. Let us remember, 
however, that the affairs of the earth 
with its godless amusements, its irreligi- 
ous attractions, and its material preoccu- 
pations can come between our souls and 
the Sun of Righteousness, can put us in 
darkness, and can rob us of that reflected 
light. 

“The people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light: they that dwell 
in the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined.’”’ You are one 
of those people. What’s your reaction to 
the Light?

Ten years in the making, the Pilgrim Bible 


is at last ready to make its welcome debut

BRAND NEW Bible—with notes and 
A explanations written by one of 
America’s best Bible teachers just for 
young people—will be off the press in 
October. 

The Pilgrim Edition of the Holy Bible, 
edited by Dr. E. Schuyler English, is the 
first such edition ever prepared just for 
young people. 

With so many new editions and trans- 
lations of the Bible having appeared in 
the past few years, somebody is likely to 
ask, “Aren’t there plenty of Bibles al- 
ready?” The editors of this new edition 
believe that there are not plenty of 
Bibles already, but that there is a special 
need that only this edition will meet. 





The idea was first brought to Dr. 
English’s attention by Mrs. Gordon 
Muntz, who was then teaching the Bible 
to children and young people. She real- 
ized that there were many portions of 
the Bible that were just plain hard for 
the uninitiated to understand. It helped 
to have teachers, of course, but not every- 
one had ready access to a teacher. Bible 
courses helped, but not all people were in 
a position to take such a course. 

She felt led to go to Dr. English, for 
he had a wide Bible teaching ministry 
and was at that time president of the 
Philadelphia School of the Bible. ‘““Why,” 


asked Mrs. Muntz, “could we not get 
teachers—teachers who really know the 


Bible—to write notes to help people to © 


understand the Scriptures?” Dr. English 
did not quite get her point. “There is 
such a Bible,” he reminded her, “the 
Scofield Reference Bible. It certainly has 
notes on the hard places.” 

“Oh, yes, I know that of course,” Mrs. 
Muntz told him, “but I mean something 
more complete than that—a Bible with 
a lot of notes that even young Christians 
can understand.” 

Dr. English understood and agreed. 
Realizing the need, the plan for the 
Pilgrim Edition of the Bible was formu- 
lated. Oxford University Préss agreed to 
publish the new edition when it was 
ready. 

Dr. English wrote immediately to out- 
standing Bible teachers and scholars to 
enlist their co-operation. Among those 
who agreed to act as contributing or con- 
sulting editors were Archer E. Anderson,

The work, it was hopefully decided, 
should be finished within a year. That 
was in 1938! Ten years have passed, but 
in October the edition will at least be 
off the press. 

Why did it take so long? In the first 
place, this is a monumental work. If 
every note the various contributors sent 
in had been retained, the Bible would 
have looked like an exhaustive edition 
of the dictionary. Here was a big, time- 
consuming job. Notes were correlated 
and in many cases simplified. There are 
1721 pages and more than 7300 notes. 
But in spite of that, carrying this new 
Bible around will not be like toting a 
bulky encyclopedia, nor is it musty read- 
ing. Those who have had prepublication 
peeks at it can scarcely put it down. 

Before the notes were completed, the 
war years were here. Type faces had to 
be shipped to Oxford headquarters in 
London and then shipped back to the 
United States. Because of the war, all 
of this meant delay upon delay. Special 
type faces were needed in certain in- 
stances. These had to be ordered from 
England and months were consumed in 
waiting. Then too, the editors and con- 
tributors were busy people. None could 
give his undivided attention to this huge 
piece of work, but in spite of the waiting 
and the hard working conditions, the 
groundwork was at last finished. 

Then came proofreading. Not only was 
every word of the Bible read and checked 
out loud, but every comma, semicolon, 
dash, and period was read aloud too— 
and not just once, but several times. 


A UNIQUE feature was intro- 
duced that no other Bible has, so far 
as we know. In order to save space, defi- 
nitions and explanations are used as far 
as possible but once. Only one major 
note on each subject was retained. Stars 
appear in the text or in the footnotes and 
other spots, and these stars denote that 
the word or phrase so marked is to be 
found elsewhere in the footnotes. The 
place where the starred note appears may 
be found by consulting the index. 

The index is a key to every reference 
and footnote in the Bible. In addition, 
many other notes are listed there in al- 
phabetical order. This will be of real 
help in personal study, and in preparing 
talks and messages. Sometimes the defi- 
nitions of important words are given in 
the index. For example, “Numbers in the 
Bible,” “The Great Tribulation,” and 
“Sin” are defined there. And the language 
is not theological. 

One purpose has guided the editors in 
all their work—to make the whole coun- 
sel of God plain to every young Christian. 

If the reader has never cared much 
for maps, this Bible may make him 
change his mind when he examines the 
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ten illustrated maps in full-color that 
were drawn especially for this edition. 
Jericho is not just a pin point on the 
map, but you see it with its walls 
tumbled down. A plan of the tabernacle 
and its furnishings is given, as well as 
Solomon’s temple and palace. 

Other special features include a short 
Bible history: “How We Got Our English 
Bible”; a clear and interesting discus- 
sion of the inspiration of the Scriptures 
and of the Trinity: “About the Bible and 
Its Author”; and a short account of the 
exciting years between the Old and New 
Testaments. 

The Apocryphal books are discussed 
and the reason for their exclusion from 
the Bible. Scientific and archaeological 
findings are given in the notes. 

Each book is outlined, and wherever 
the information is known, we are intro- 
duced to its writer, theme, and purpose. 

Young people won’t have any trouble 





saying Bible names from now on. They 
are marked plainly for easy pronuncia- 
tion. Another unusual feature—of great 
help to binning Bible readers—is the al- 
phabetical list of the books of the Bible. 
No more frantic searching for Habakkuk 
or Obadiah! 

The whole edition is exceptionally read- 
able. The type is excellent. Each contribu- 
tor has made his notes interesting as 
well as helpful. Best of all the familiar 
and time-honored King James Version 
has been used, because of its beauty of 
expression and its place in the affection 
of everyone. Where a more accurate 
translation is needed, it is indicated in 
the footnotes. 

Here at last is the answer to a long- 
felt need. Many of the difficulties that 
have kept young people in the past from 
reading and understanding the Word of 
God will be cleared away when they open 
the Pilgrim Edition. 








Pilgrim Bible Passes Test

The school included children from 
kindergarten age to junior high school. 
After reading the Bible text in the King 
James Version (as it appears in the Pil- 
grim Edition) and the new Bible’s ex- 
planatory notes, Miss Odenwelder quizzed 
the children thoroughly on their compre- 
hension of some rather obscure Bible 
passages. She found a marked increase 
in their understanding and appreciation. 
She found that often the whole class 
would respond at once to her question, 
showing that every member had grasped 
the essential meaning of the passage 
under discussion. Even such expressions 
as “righteous before God” and “proselyte” 
were taken in their stride by the young- 
sters.

Have You Been a Good Boy? 


AN you remember when Mother or 

Dad kept saying, “Johnny, don’t do 
that!” until you felt like just throwing 
your hands up in the air and asking, 
“Well, what can I do?” Sometimes life 
seems to be just a lot of “don’ts.” 

Dad comes home from work and asks, 
“Johnny, have you been a good boy?” 
What does he mean by it? He means, 
“Have you kept out of mischief?” Not 
“Did you do any good things today?”, 
but “Did you not do the bad things?” 

This same attitude, unfortunately, has 
crept into our conception of the things 
of God. We think of goodness as purely 
negative. The Christian life means not 
doing this, and not doing that, and not 
doing the other thing. It’s no wonder that 
for many young people there isn’t any- 
thing attractive in it. 

Actually there are lots of young people 
today who don’t do certain things be- 
cause they have been taught they are 
wrong for Christians (and they are), 


and yet they have never even made a 
start at living a life of positive goodness. 
And that is more important than all 
the don’ts. 

Read Ephesians 2:8-10. Notice that we 
are “created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works.” And Titus 2:14, “zealous of good 
works.” And Titus 3:8, “be careful to 
maintain good works.” There are dozens 
of other verses that say the same thing. 
The New Testament is full of them. 
Jesus went about doing good. 

The Christian life is a much higher 
thing than just a list of “don’t.” If that’s 
all your Christian life amounts to, you 
haven’t even started living. Chances are 
you’re only living for yourself, and to 
take pride in your “good” record. You 
need to start living for other people, and 
forget about what a “good” boy you are. 
What have you done recently for the 
other fellow? For your folks? For the 
fellow you don’t like? For the Lord Jesus 
Christ? 
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This is the story of Roberta Groves, missionary 
to Chicago's deaf-mutes, who have to "hear" the 
gospel through the complicated art of "signing"

OBERTA GROVES had consecrated her 

life for missionary service to China 
at an early age. With eager anticipation 
she focused all her thoughts and ambi- 
tions toward that end. 

One day, while playing with a baby 
sister, an older member of the family 
loudly and bluntly stated, “Roberta, I 
do believe you are deaf.” 

“I’m not deaf,” asserted Roberta. 

“Oh, yes you are,” insisted the other 
one. “I’ve asked you several times if you 
wanted some candy and you haven’t an- 
swered.” 

This was the first indication of Ro- 
berta’s impending physical defect. Vainly 
she cried and prayed, but at the age of 
twelve she had became totally deaf. 

“Now I can never be a missionary,” she 
mourned, and her heart was broken. 

But God did not want Roberta Groves 
in China. He needed her among the five 
thousand deaf-mutes in Chicago. 

For the past sixteen years Miss Groves 
has labored with deaf-mutes. Overcoming 
constant battles with bodily weaknesses, 
and facing perpetual obstacles and perse- 
cution, she has been the instrument to 
win. many deaf-mutes to the Lord. 

At times it seemed that she was sadly 
mistaken in believing that God had a 
special ministry for her to perform, for 
all doors seemed to close upon her, but 
today she is a licensed missionary of the 
Midwest Bible Church to the deaf-mutes 
in Chicago, and teaches ten Bible classes 
a week. Patiently and laboriously she 
uses the various modes of Chicago trans- 
portation, taking two hours and fifteen 
minutes just to reach one class, that she 
may feed hungry souls with the Word 
of God. 

Remarkable conversions have resulted 
from her contacts. Being a deaf-mute 
herself (she can use her voice only with 
difficulty), adept in the sign language, 
as well as lip reading, Miss Groves 
understands the needs and feelings of 
the people she serves. Rarely does a week 
pass that a profession of faith in Jesus 
Christ has not been recorded. 

On Wednesday evenings, this unassum- 
ing, quiet missionary teaches a class of 
deaf-mutes on Chicago’s South Side, and 
though the work is rather new, ten con- 
versions have resulted. 

One Sunday morning at her. usual class 
at Midwest Bible Church, six accepted 
Christ as Saviour—a nineteen-year-old 
youth, a seventy-year-old man, and two 
young married couples. 

It is interesting to note how this mis- 
sionary approached the deaf-mutes that 
morning with the invitation to accept 
Christ. Beginning her lesson from Gene- 
sis, revealing how sin was introduced into 
the world and the sacrifice that was 
made, she traced briefly through the 
Bible how Christ became our sacrifice 
for sin, and that all who receive Him as 
Saviour would be cleansed from their sins 
and be born anew. Then writing John 
3:16 on the blackboard, leaving a blank 
space for the word “whosoever,” she in- 
vited all those who would accept Christ, 
to write their names in that blank space. 
It was a stirring sight to see six names 
filling the blank space. 

Three times a week Miss Groves teaches 
deaf-mutes at the Goodwill Industries. 
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Using flannelgraphs and slide projectors, 
she not only teaches her pupils the art 
of reading and writing, but presents bibli- 
cal truths through the use of Bible 
stories. 


E VELYN, an eighteen-year-old 
girl, attending one of these classes, was 
the instrument God used to begin the far- 
reaching ministry of Roberta Groves. 
She was the first to ask Miss Groves to 
teach her the way of salvation, and then 
to bring others. Alma came and was con- 
verted. Later, marrying and moving back 
to her home state, she sent for her teach- 
er to help her organize such a class at 
Scott’s Bluff, Neb. Deaf-mutes are being 
saved through that effort. 

Five years ago a group of Negro deaf- 
mutes asked Miss Groves to teach a 
Bible class for them Sunday evenings. 
This group, growing in spiritual depth 
and fruitfulness, conducts classes of its 
own during the week, and many profes- 
sions of faith have resulted. 

One night when Miss Groves came to 
her class she discovered a beautiful pulpit 
awaiting her. Her pupils had construtced 
it themselves. Taking a packing box, 
staining and painting it dark brown, 
they covered the slanting top with red 
plush, edged in gold fringe. Knowing of 
Miss Groves’ poor eyesight, a lamp was 
placed on the pulpit. It too had been 
made by them, utilizing two tin cans, 
and painting them gold! 

One young couple, having been brought 
to Miss Groves through mutual friends, 
accepted Christ, but continued their at- 
tachment for worldly amusements. 
Through their teacher’s influence and 
victorious living, they finally yielded en- 
tirely to the Lord. Today they are zeal- 
ous soul-winners among the deaf-mutes, 
radiating the fragrance of consecration to 
their Lord. A sweet baby girl has come to 
bless their home for whom remarkable 
prayer has been answered. People who 
are born deaf-mutes rarely, if ever, give 
birth to normal children. Praying much 
that their little one might be a hearing 
child, God gave the miraculous answer. 
She was rightly named Judith, which 
means “Praise of God.” 

A normal child born to deaf-mute par- 
ents can create difficult problems in that 
home, for when the baby cries, how are 
they to hear? One night this young 
mother, thinking her husband had 
aroused her, awakened suddenly. He was 
fast asleep. She discovered, however, that 
her baby needed her. On numerous such 
emergencies she has felt “someone” tug- 
ging at her arm. The only explanation is 
that these consecrated parents are rely- 
ing entirely on the Lord to help them 
rear their child. 

One by one, conviction of sin touches 
hearts, as .ne modest and tranquil mis- 
sionary goes about her work. One Negro 
woman, whose husband had been con- 
verted through Miss Grove’s Goodwill 
classes, began to see the change in her 
husband’s daily life. 

“If accepting Christ as Saviour can 
make such a change in his life,” she 
mused, “I too want Him.” 

Inviting Miss Groves to conduct a 
Bible class in their home, she later 
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opened her heart to the gospel and be- 
came a Christian. They are now a happy 
couple, eagerly desirous of rearing their 
three hearing children for the Lord.

She was then sent to the 
state school for the deaf, still clinging to 
the belief that God would send her to 
China. When it became apparent that 
that was not God’s will for her, she later 
came to Chicago believing the Lord had 
work for her to do there.- Constant ob- 
stacles from various sources faced her. 
While crossing a street one day, a truck 
bore down upon her and knocked her 
down. With one huge wheel crushing her 
right arm, she saw the rear wheel aiming 
for her head. Hopelessly she breathed 
a@ quick prayer, “O Lord, not now. I 
haven’t finished the work You have called 
me to do.” Miraculously God answered, 


for the wheel stopped short just as it 
touched her head. 

In the hospital they announced that 
her arm must be amputated. She refused 
to permit the operation. “How can I be 
a missionary to the deaf-mutes,” she 
remonstrated, “with only one hand?” 
God spared her arm. 

She was working as a milliner but her 
physician ordered her to relinquish either 
that work or her ministry to deaf- 
mutes. “Your physical condition forbids 
you to do both,” he stated. Believing that 
God had definitely called her to labor 
among the deaf-mutes, she gave up her 
millinery work, and trusted God to take 
care of her needs. And He has. 

“My pocketbook is never empty,” she 
says. “One day I needed five dollars. I 
told the Lord about it. Shortly after, an 
envelope containing five dollars was 
slipped under my door.” Similar inci- 
dents are numerous. 

With her deaf-mute work continuing 
to grow, Roberta could not do it all 
alone. God supplied that need, too, 
through an undertaker’s parlor! A deaf- 
mute’s mother had died and Miss Groves 
was having a prayer meeting for the 
young mourner and a. group’ of her 
friends. It was there that Mr. and Mrs. 
J. O. Browne entered the scene. Strangely 
moved by the unusual sight, both Mr. 
and Mrs. Browne felt God leading them 
to assist Miss Groves and sponsor her 
work. 

Learning the difficult sign language, 
Mrs. Browne was shortly after called on 
to interpret the mammouth Youth for 
Christ Rally at Soldier Field on Memor- 
ial Day, 1946, to the silent group who 
occupied one smali portion of that vast 
throng. 

“T cannot do it,” she insisted. But there 
was none other available. Doing the best 
she could, she prayed earnestly that the 
Holy Spirit would do the rest. Discour- 
aged over her deficiency, she retired. that 
evening feeling she had been a complete 
failure in interpreting Dr. Charles Ful- 
ler’s heart-thrilling message. But when 
the invitation had been given that night, 
seven deaf-mutes with hundreds of 
others had found their way to the altar. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Browne have been 
greatly used in assisting Roberta Groves 
in this needy field of evangelism. Re- 
cently, an elderly deaf-mute whom Miss 
Groves had led to the Lord, passed away. 
At the funeral service Miss Groves 
“signed” two hymns while Mrs. Browne 
sang. Later, Mrs. Browne interpreted the 
pastor’s message. 

On numerous occasions the Brownes 
and Miss Groves are needed to assist 
deaf-mutes in various capacities, such 
as acting as counselors, attending court 
sessions, securing employment, taking 
them to clinics, standing beside the min- 
ister during a marriage ceremony and 
helping the couple to “sign” the “I do” 
at the strategic moment. 

On many occasions they have taken a 
group of deaf-mutes to hold services, 
with the Brownes interpreting their tes- 
timonies, prayers, and songs. 

Do deaf-mutes sing? Definitely, but 
the melody remains in their hearts while 
the words fly from their finger tips. 
Silently and joyfully they “sign” the old 
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familiar hymns, and love to sing such 
choruses as, “Thank You, Lord, for Sav- 
ing My Soul.” Possessing their own pro- 
jector, these missionaries show movies of 
both the colored and white deaf-mute 
work to churches that are interested. 

Deaf-mutes are human beings who are 
thrilled to have an interest shown in 
them. In the neglected field of evangel- 
ism and Bible teaching for deaf-mutes, 
the “field is white unto the harvest,” 
but the laborers are few. Roberta Groves, 
God’s silent, but fruitful missionary, is 
filling her place most effectively.
